The deaths registered last week in Tairty-tarze Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of 1895. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, alpha-

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last: week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 2°1 in Derby and in Leeds, 2°5 in Newcastle, 
2°7 in Gateshead, 2°8 in Preston, and 3°3 in Portsmouth ; from scarlet fever, . 
1:0 in Salford; from whooping-cough, 11 in Sunderland, 1-2 in Wolverhampton, ; 
and 1°6 in Blackburn ; from “ fever,” 1:5 in Birkenhead; and from diarrhea, 
1:0 in Neweastle. The 87 deaths from diphtheria included 50 in London, 3 in ~ 
West Ham, 5 in Birmingham, 4 in Leeds, and 4 in Sheffield. Two deaths from 
small-pox were registered in Birmingham, and one death in Liverpool, but not one 
in London or in any other of the thirty-three towns,

In Lonvon 3085 sirtHs and 1462* pEatus were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births exceeded by 159, while the deaths were 820 below, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘The annual 
death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°6, 17°4, and 17°2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17:4. During the four weeks ending 
on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°7 per 1000, being 6°6 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1462 deaths included 34 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 50 from 
diphtheria, 23 from whooping-cough, 17 from enteric fever, 14 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of continued. 
fever, or from cholera; thus, 152 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
81 below the corrected average weekly number. 

_ The deaths from measles, which had. been.32, 35, and 46 in the preceding three 
weeks, declined last week to 34, and. were 33 below the corrected average; 6 
belonged to Poplar, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Greenwich, and 7 to Plumstead sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 14, and 14 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, again numbered 14 last week, and were 7 below the corrected 
average; 3 belonged to Fulham and 2 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 53, 36, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, 
increased again last week to 50, and exceeded the corrected average by 17; 5 
belonged to Hackney, 4 each to Kensington, Hammersmith, Poplar, and Battersea, 
and 3 each to Fulham, Islington, Mile End Old Town, Newington, and Greenwich 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 25, 26, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 23, but were 58 below the corrected 
average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 24, 25, and 32 in the 
preceding three weeks, declined last week to 17, but exceeded the corrected average 
by 3; 8 belonged to St. Pancras and 2 each to Poplar, Lambeth, and Battersea 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 15,-and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 14, exceeding the corrected ayerage by 
one death. Oi Rn EE ) 

The deaths referred to diseases of\ the respiratory organs, which had been 358, 
325, and 382 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 319 last week, and were 449 
below the corrected average. re 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 15, having been 17, 17, and 
10 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 72 deaths, concerning 71 of which inquests 
were held. Of these 72 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and one death was. a 
case of homicide, while the remaining 63 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Hight of these were referred to vchicles in the streets, 7 to burns and scalds, 10 to 
drowning, and 18 (including 17 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 23 cases of small-pox, 1779 


of searlet fever, 499 of diphtheria, and 112 of enteric fever under treatment in these 


hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of scarlet fever, 
126 cases, against 191, 161, and 116; of diphtheria, 64 cases, against 113, 80, 
and 75; and of enteric fever, 24 casez, against 18, 12,and 20, $

Tn the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as well 
as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the streets, have 
been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had previously resided. The 
deaths of 392 London residents who died outside Registration London in the Strand Union Workhouse at 
Edmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the City of London Lunatic Asylum at Stone;and the 
Metropolitan: Hospitals and Asylums have been similarly distributed. In 418 cases the previous residence was 
outside Registration London, and these have been excluded from the Table. 


? GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 4198 births and 1897 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 36°2 and 16°4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the. 
Outer Ring 8 deaths from»measles, 18 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 
10 from “fever”, and 6 from diarrhoea were recorded. Of the 8 deaths from 
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measles, 3 occurred in Croydon, and 3 in West Ham districts. ‘The 18 deaths 
from diphtheria included 5 in West Ham, 38 in Kingston, and 3 in Romford 
districts. Four deaths from “ fever” occurred in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading cf the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°57 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 34°°3, the latter being 4°°2 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 29 per ceut. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 0°2 of an hour; and the measured rainfall was 0°2 of an inch. 


The Lonpon Water Companies have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
December. The supply was in the ratio of 227 gallons to one service.

ANALYsIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING DEcEMBER, 1894. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
4th January, 1895. 
I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of December. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (6) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. ‘These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0°5, Tottenham 1°3, East London (deep- 
well) 1:5, New River and Colne Valley 2:0, Grand Junction 3°1, West Middlesex 3°5, East 
London (river supply) 3°6, Southwark 3:7, Lambeth 3°8, and Chelsea 4°5.j The unfiltered 
river waters contained the following proportions:—Thames at Hampton 3°5, New River Cut 
1:4, and the Lea at Angel Road 3°4. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on December the 10th, turbid and pale yellow in colour, but 
otherwise chemically in excellent condition, containing only a very small proportion of organic 
matter. Bacterially, however, it was of very inferior quality although much better than on the 
5th of November. As delivered by the five Companies drawing from this river, it was in every 
case efficiently filtered; but owing to the previous impounding of flood water, it was, in nearly 
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every case, less pure organically than the untreated river water passing the intakes at the time the 
samples were collected for analysis. The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies 
is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°86, West Middlesex 99°96, South 
wark (average cf 2 filter wells) 99°21, Grand Junction (average of 3 filter wells)99°80, and 
Lambeth 99°77. 

The New River Cut before entering the storage and subsideace reservoirs was turbid and yellow 
in colour, but of a high degree of organic puriry. Bacterially, however, it was of inferior quality. 
After treatment by the New River Company, it was delivered ina clear and bright condition, 
although it was inferior in organic purity to the unfiltered water. ‘The bacterial improvement 
effected by storage and filtration amounted, on the average of three filter wells, to 99°68 per cent. 
The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was turbid and 
pale yellow in colour. It was of about the same chemical quality as the Thames at Hampton but 
much inferior, both to the Thames and New River Cut, in bacterial quality. It was efficiently 
filtered before delivery, but was then, as in the case of the New River Company’s water, slightly 
inferior to the unfiltered water in respect of organic purity. The bacterial improvement 
amounted, however, on the average of five filter wells, 1 to 99°39 per cent. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, East London, and Colne Valley Companies and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health, possessed a high degree of organic purity and were of excellent 
quality for dietetic purposes. All these waters were clear and bright without filtration, and 
the Colne Valley Company’s water was softened before delivery and thus rendered suitable for 
washin 

Bokd thhieh a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Colne Valley, and East London (deep- 
well) waters were clear and colourless, the Tottenham slightly turbid and colourless, the New 
River clear and very pale yellow, and the remaining waters clear andi pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river water before and after storage, and of the 
supplies of the various Companies collected on the 10th, 11th, 12th, and 13th of December gave 
the results contained in the following table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1° 5 in Newcastle, 1°6 in Gateshead and in Derby, 
1:7 in Halifax, 2:0 in Sheffield, and 2°4 in Portsmouth ; from scarlet fever, 
1°8 in Wolverhampton; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Birkenhead, 1°1 in Sunder- 
land, and 1°6 in Huddersfield ; and from diarrhaa, 1°6 in Gateshead. The death- 
rate from “fever” did not reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns.

‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had numbered 26, 14, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 35, being, however, 53 below the corrected average; 6 belonged to Shoreditch, 
5 to St. Paneras, 5 to Lambeth, 4 to Chelsea, and 3 to Islington sanitary areas. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 25, 32, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, numbered 16 last week, exceeding the corrected average by 3; 
3 belonged to Wandsworth and 2 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 15, 7, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 
15 last week, and were one death above the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 325, 


332, and 319 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 389, but were 
454 below the corrected average.

y to wfluenza numbered 18, having been 17, 10, and 
15 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concernin 
inquests were held.

Five of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to conflagrations (including 8 resulting from

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 28 cases of small-pox, 1713 
of scarlet fever, 517 of diphtheria, and 107 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding’ three weeks, were as follows :—Of small-pox, 8 cases 
against 0, 1,and 8; of scarlet fever, 130 cases, against 161, 116, and 126; of diphtheria,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1:2 in Plymouth, 1°3 in Neweastle, 1°5 in Leeds, 
1°8 in Portsmouth, and 3°3 in Gateshead; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in New- 
castle, 1°2 in Blackburn, and 1°4 in Preston ; and from diarrhaa, 1*1 in Swansea. 
The death-rate from scarlet fever and from “fever” did not reach 1°0 per 1000 
in any of the thirty-three towns. The 638 deaths from diphtheria included 31 in 
London, 6 in Birmingham, 4 in West Ham, 3 in Liverpool, and 2 each in Bristol, 
Cardiff, Salford, Hull, and Sunderland. Two deaths from small-pox were registered 
in Birmingham and one death in London, but not one in any other of the thirty- 
three towns. 
LONDON. 

In LONDON 2818 sirTHs and 1689{ pEaTus were registered. Aliowing for increase 
of population, the births were 47, and the deaths 616, below the average numbers 
in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘he annual death-rate per 1000 

from all causes, which had been 17:2, 17°4, and 19:3 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 20°0. During the four weeks ending on Saturday

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last the death-rate averaged 18°5 per 1000, being 8°9 per 1000 below the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94, 

The 1689 deaths included one death from small-pox, 35 deaths from measles, 9 from 
scarlet fever, 31 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 19 from enteric fever, 
17 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 183 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 83 below the corrected average weekly number. . 

The death from small-pox belonged to Marylebone sanitary area. ‘The deaths 
from measles, which had been 46, 34, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, increased 
again last week to 35, but were 17 below the corrected average; 9 belonged 
to Poplar, and 8 each to Holborn, Camberwell, Greenwich, and Lee sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been: 14, 14, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, declined last week to 9, and were 12 below the corrected 
average; 3 belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 35, 50, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last 
week to 31, but exceeded the corrected average by 4; 4 belonged to Chelsea, 3 each 
to Fulham, St. Fancras, and Camberwell, 2 to Bethnal Green, and 2 to Lambeth 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 14, 23, and 
35 in the preceding three weeks, declined last week to 21, being less than one- 
fourth of the corrected average. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
32,17, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 19 last week, exceeding 
the corrected average by 7; 3 belonged to Islington, and 2 each to St. Marylebone, 
Hackney, and Greenwich sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 7, 14, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 17, and 
were 3 above the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 352, 
319, and 889 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 399, but 
were 362 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 15, having been 10, 15, and 
18 in the preceding three weeks. 


The age of a female, who died in the Metropolitan Imbecile Asylum at Leavesden 
was stated to be 104 years. 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, and one death 
was a case of homicide, while the remaining 66 were attributed to accident. or 
negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 15 to burns 
and sealds, and 21 (including 19 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
n bed. 

Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 32 cases of small-pox, 1653 
of scarlet fever, 514 of diphtheria, and 115 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of small-pox, 6 cases 
against 1,8,and 8; of scarlet fever, 154 cases, against 116, 126, and 130; of diphtheria, 
74 cases, against 75, 64, and 74; and of enteric fever, 23 cases, against 20, 24, 
and 12. 

GREATER LONDON, | 


In Greater London 3792 births and 2198 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 32°7 and 18:9 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 8 deaths from measles, 10 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping-ccugh, 
and 6 from “ fever” were recorded. Of the 10 deaths from diphtheria, 8 occurred 


in West Ham district. Two of the 6 deaths from “fever” were registered in 
Croydon district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading cf the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°10 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 40°°4, the latter being 2°°0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 9 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 4°7 hours; aud the measured rainfall was 0°72 of an inch.

Meteorological Observations. 
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Turrty-THREE Great Towns. 

The deaths registered last week in T'arrry-THRE® Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18'7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,580 persons in the middle of 1895. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, alpha-

The highest annual death-rates per. 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1° 1 in Gateshead, 1'2 in Portsmouth, and 1°8 in . 
Sheffield and in Newcastle ; from scarlet fever, 1°8 in Wolverhampton ; from 
whooping-cough, 1°0 in Birkenhead, 1‘1 in Oldham, in Halifax, and in Sunderland, 
1°2 in Plymouth and in Wolverhampton, and 1°6 in Gateshead ; and from “ fever,” 
11 in Halifax. The 56 deaths from diphtheria included 29 in London, 6 in Bir- 
mingham, 3 ia Manchester, and 2 each in West Ham, Croydon, Wolverhampton, 
Liverpool, and Sheffield. Two deaths from small-poa were registered in Birmingham, 
and 2 in Liverpool, but not one death in London, or in any other of the thirty-three 
towns. 
LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2612 sirtus and 1481 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the pirths were 222, and the deaths 593, below the average numbers 
in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ’ ye annual. death-rate per 1000 ~ 
from all causes, which had been 17°4, 19:3, and 20:0 in the preceding three

weeks, declined again last week to 17°G. During the four weeks ending on Saturday 
last the death-rate averaged 18°6 per 1000, being 8°3 per 1000 below the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1481 deaths included 21 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 29 from diph- 
theria, 27 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever,“one death from an ill-defined 
form of continued fever, 10 deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery, one death from 
choleraic diarrhea, and not one from small+pox or from typhus; thus, 112 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 91 below the corrected average weekly 
number. 

The cause of death of an infant, aged eight months, which oceurred in London 
Place, Hackney, was certified’ as “chicken-pow, bronchitis.’ The deaths from 
measles, which had been 34, 30, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, declined last 
week to 21, and were 19 below the corrected average ; 5 belonged to Poplar 
sanitary area. The deaths from. scarlet fever, which had been 14, 12, and 9 in 
the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to .7, and were 11 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 50, 34, and 31 
in the preceding three weeks, numbered 29 last week, being one death below the 
corrected average ; 6 belonged to Islington, 6 to Poplar, and 2 each to Mile End 
Old Town, St. George Southwark, and Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 23, 35, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 


increased again last. week to 27, but were 58 below the corrected average ; 4 belonged | 


to Clerkenwell and 3 to Battersea sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had numbered 17, 16, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, declined again 
last week to 16, but exceeded the corrected average by 6; 2 belonged to Hammer- 
smith and 2 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths from dzarrhea, which had 
been 14, 15, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 10, being 7 
below the corrected average. bri 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 319, 
389, and 399 in the preceding three weeks, declined again last week to 324, and 
were 310 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 11, having been 15, 18, and 
15 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 5 were cases of suicide, and one was a 
case of homicide, while the remaining 52 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these were referred to vchicles in the streets, 11 to burns and scalds, 4 to 
drowning, and 11 (including 10 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 


Casxs of Inrectious SICKNESS in HospirTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 35 cases of small-pox, 1662 
of scarlet fever, 528 of diphtheria, and 121 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of small-pox, 8 cases, 
against 8, 8,and 6; of scarlet fever, 186 cases, against 126, 130, and 154; of diphtheria, 
72 cases, against 64, 74, and 74; and of enteric fever, 23 cases, against 24, 12, 
and 23. . 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3534 births and 1927 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°5 and 16°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 4 deaths from measles, 15 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-ccugh, 
and 8 from “ fever” were recorded. Of the 15 deaths from diphtheria, 8 occurred 
in West Ham, 2 in Croydon, and 2 in Epping districts. The 8 deaths from “ fever” 
included 2 in Brentford, 2 in Edmonton, and 2 in West Ham districts. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°42 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 35°°6, the latter being 2°:9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 18 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 6°4 hours; and the measured rainfall was 0°54 of an inch, :

The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 34, 31, and 29 in the. preceding three weeks, increased last week to 45, 
exceeding the corrected average by 12; 7 belonged to Islington, 6 to Camberwell, 
3 to Mile End Old Town, 3 to Newington, 3 to Plumstead, and 2 each to Chelsea, 
St. Pancras, Hackney,. Poplar, and Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 35, 21, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, 
numbered 30 last week, and were 51 below the corrected average ; 4 belonged to 
Shoreditch and 3.to Battersea sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which. had been 16, 20, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, declined last week 
to 9, and were 3 below the corrected average; 2 belonged to Camberwell sanitary 
area. ‘The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 15, 16, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, declined last week to 12, being 2 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 889, 
399, and 324 in the preceding three weeks, increased again last week to 377, but 
were 126 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 16, having been 18, 15, an 
11 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths, concerning 67 of which inquests 
were held. Of these 68 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
57 were attributed to accident or negligence. One death was referred to a horse in 
a street, 4 deaths to railways, 12 to burns and scalds, 3 to drowning, and 17 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Cases of Inrecrious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 51 cases of small-pox, 1653 
of scarlet fever, 519 of diphtheria, and 115 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of small-pox, 21 cases, 
against 8, 6,and 8; of scarlet fever, 160 cases, against 130, 154, and 186; of diphtheria, 
76 cases, against 74,74, and 72; and of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 12, 23, 
and 23, 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3562 births and 2019 deaths were registered, correspording 
to annual rates of 30°7 and 1774 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 12 deaths from diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 5 from “ fever”, 
and 6 from diarrhoea were recorded. Of tke 12 deaths from diphtheria, and of the 
5 deaths from “fever,” 5 and 3 respectively occurred in West Ham district.

The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 9, 7, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 15, but were 3 below the corrected average; 2.each belonged to St. Pancras, 
Islington, and Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 31, 29, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, declined again to 34 last 
week, but were 2 above the corrected average; 4 belonged to Poplar, 4 to Battersea, — 
4 to Greenwich, 3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Limehouse, and 3 to Camberwell sanitary. 
areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 27, and 80 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 29 last week, being 48 below the corrected 
average ; 5.belonged to Limehouse sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which: had declined in the preceding three weeks from 20 to 9, increased again last 
week to 13, and exceeded the corrected average by 6; 2 belonged to Hampstead, 
2 to Stoke Newington, and 2 to the City of London sanitary areas. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 13, having been 15, 11, and 
16 in the preceding three weeks. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 399, 
324, and 377 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 480, and were 
9 above the corrected average. 

The 81 deaths from different forms of violence included 19 by burns and scealds, 
3 by poison (2 of which resulted from chloroform administered for operations), and 
17 (of infants under one year of age) by suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 56 cases of small-pox, 1667 
of scarlet fever, 500 of diphtheria, and 117 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in'the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 18 cases, 
against 6, 8, and 21; of scarlet fever, 149 cases, against 154, 186, and 160; of  . 
diphtheria, 49 cases, against 74, 72, and 76; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 
23, 23, and 11. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3721 births and 2241 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 32°1 and 19°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
- Outer Ring 5 deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, 3 from “fever,” and 5 from 
diarrhoea were recorded. Of the 5 deaths from measles, 4 occurred in Croydon 
district. The 7 deaths from diphtheria included 3 in West Ham, 2 in Edmonton, 
and 2 in Bromley districts. 


METEOROLOQY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°83 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 22°°4, the latter being 17°-0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 29 per ceut. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 16°4 hours; rain or melted snow was measured to the amount of 0°02 of an inch. 
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* The figures for the Hospitals represent patients certified on admission to be suffering from Scarlet Fever, 
Diphtheria, or Enteric Fever respectively : but in a considerable proportion of cases the diagnosis is found, 
after sojourn in the Hospital, to have been erroneous, 
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The Lonpon Water Companies have been.good enough. to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month.of 
January 1895. The supply was in the ratio of 242 gallons to one service.

; ANALYsI8s OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING JANUARY, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 

4th February, 1895. 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the:physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner; and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of January. 

At the request of the Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly examina- 
tions to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the intakes 
of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the filter 

- beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. : 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Mills of Glasgow 

-and Dr. Hill of Birmingham. . 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount ‘contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0°7, Tottenham 1°3, East London. (deep- 

well) 1°8, Colne Valley 1-9, New River 2:3, Grand Junction 3°8, Southwark and Lambeth 3°9,— 

West Middlesex 4-1, Chelsea and Hast London (river supply) 4*4. The unfiltered river waters 

contained the following proportions:—Thames at Hamipton 4°1, New River Cut’ 1-9, and the 

Lea at Angel Road 4°0. eo 

The Thames at Hampton was, on January 4th, turbid and pale yellow in colour and of fairly 
good chemical quality. Bacterially, however, it was of very inferior quality, and still much worse 
on the 2lst of January, when a second sample was taken. As delivered by the five Companies 
drawing from this river, it was in every case efficiently filtered, and of. good chemical quality. 
The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed by the, following 
percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99-54, West Middlesex 99°20, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 92°52, 
(No. 8 filter well) 98:84, Grand Junction (general well at Hathpton) 98°53, (general well at 
Kew) 99°71, (Kew south well) 99°73, and Lambeth 97°53. Bs. 

The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs was, on January 7th, 

_ turbid and of a very'pale yellow colour. It possessed a high degree of organic purity, but was 

bacterially of very inferior quality: It was, however, in this respect considerably improved by 

storage before filtration. After treatment, the New River Company delivered it in a clear and 
bright condition, and improved it bacterially to the extent represented by the following percentage 

“numbers :—General filter well 89°78, No. 2 filter well 97°87, and No. 8 filter well 91°09. The 

water abstracted from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was pale yellow 

and turbid. It was of almost exactly the same chemical quality as the Thames at Hampton, but 
much inferior in bacterial quality. It was efficiently filtered before delivery, but was then 
somewhat inferior in respect of organic purity to the raw river water passing the intake on 

that day. The bacterial improvement is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 

Essex well 98°88, No. 2 Essex well 99°16, Middlesex well, 99°09, No. 11 filter 99°15, and No, 12 

priter 99°35." > A ' ' 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, East London, and Colne Valley Companies, and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health, possessed a high degree of organic purity and were of excellent 
quality for dietetic purposes. All these waters, with the exception of the Tottenham, were clear 
and bright without filtration, and the Colne Valley, Company’s ‘water was softened before delivery 
and thus rendered suitable for washing. ‘The Tottenham» Company’s supply was very slightly 
turbid. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Keut, Colne Valley, and Kast London (deep- 
well) waters were clear and colourless, the Tottenham colourless and ‘very slightly ‘turbid, the 
New River clear and very pale yellow, and the remaining waters clear and pale yellow.

Notwithstanding that the numbers in the above table yielded by the filtered river waters exhibit 


an enormous reduction, when they are compared with the numbers obtained by the cultivation of © 


the raw river waters, the results are still far from satisfactory, and quite without precedent during 
the time these bacterioscopic observations have been made. On the 5th of January the filters of 
the Chelsea and Grand Junction (Kew Bridge) Companies were alone yielding water of satisfactory 
bacterial quality ; whilst some of the filters of the remaining Companies drawing from rivers were 
yielding on the 4th, 5th, and 7th of January numbers of microbes per c.c. much in excess of those 
almost invariably found in the water from the same filters. This abnormal bacteria! quality in the 
filtered waters lcd me to have a second series of samples taken on the 21st and 22nd of January, 
and the cultivation of these samples upon gelatine peptone plates yielded in some cases better, in 
others worse, results than those obtained from the samples collected on the earlier dates Thus 
the water of the general filter well of the West Middlesex Company, which contained 132 microbes 
per c.c. on the 5th of January, contained only 61 on the 21st; whilst the water from the New River 
Company’: general well, which contained 654 microbes per c.c. on the 7th, contained only 28 on 
the 22nd of January. On the other hand, the Grand Junction Company’s water, taken from the 
general well at Hampton on the 4th of Januar), contained only 176 microbes per c.c.; but, on the 
21st, 894 per c.c. Again, the water from the East London Company’s No. 1 Essex well, which 
contained 262 microbes per c.c. on the 7th instant, was found to contain nearly 10 times this 
number per c.c. on the 22nd ; and the water of No. 2 Essex well, which contained only 198 microbes 
per c.c.on the 7th of January, contained no less than '5,120 on the 22nd, a number which 
considerably exceeds that contained in the nnfiltered water on the same day. ‘There can be no 
doubt that these abnormal results are due entirely to the prevalence of cold weather and not to any 
defects in the filtration plant. Nothing of an injurious character was found amongst these 
microbes. They were ordinary river microbes which, in a state of suspended animation, owing to 
the low temperature, were unable to attach themselves to the particles of sand on the surface of the 
filter and were carried along by the water through the interstices. 

Dr. Hill, F.L.C., the Medica: Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that, the water supplied 
to that city was “ very slightly turbid and of a yellowish green colour in a two foot tube.” 

Dr. Mills, F.R.S., of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Technical College, reports that the 
water supplied to that city from Loch Katrine was “ light brown in colour, and contained 
“a little suspended matter.”

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the water. 
The Table is to be read thus: :—the Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 8th of January 
at the Horse Guards cab rank, had a temperature of 3°°8 C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
34:14 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained -228 tb. of carbon and °031 Ib. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and ‘293 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was *324 lb. The above weight of water 
also contained 1°7 lb. of chlorine and 21°8 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical ‘able can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. ‘The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The 52 deaths from diphtheria included 27 in London, 4 in Liverpool, 3 in Wolver- 
hampton, 3 in Birmingham, 2 in Cardiff, and 2 in Manchester, One death from 
small-pox was registered in London, and one in Birmingham, but not one in any 
other of the thirty-three towns,

~ In Lonvon 2737 sirtus and 2467} DEATHS were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births were 19 below, whilst the deaths exceeded by 708, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. ‘the annual 
* death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17:6, 19°0, and 21°0 in the 
' preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 99°3. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°7 per 1000, being 0°4 per 1000 - 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94.

The 2467 deaths included one death from small-pox, 27 deaths from measles, 
18 from scarlet fever, 27 from diphtheria, 48 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric 
fever, 10 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, any ill-defined 
form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 141 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 44 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox belonged to Marylebone sanitary area, ‘The deaths 
from measles, which had been 21, 18, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 27, but were 4 below the corrected average; 5 belonged to 
Poplar, 4 to Mile End Old Town, and 3 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths 
from searlet fever, which had been 7, 11, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, 
further increased last week to 18, corresponding with the corrected average; 3 
belonged to Hackney, 2 to Paddington, and 2 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 29, 45, and 84 in the preceding three 
weeks, further declined last week to 27, being 4 below the corrected average ;.3 
belonged to Poplar, 3 to Wandsworth, 3 to Camberwell, 3 to Greenwich, 3 to Plum- 
stead, and 2 each to St. Paneras, Islington, and Battersea sanitary areas. ‘The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 27, 30, and 29 in the preceding three weeks 
rose last week to 48, but were 30 below the corrected average ; 6 belonged to 
St. Pancras, 5 to Islington, 5 to Lambeth, 5 to Battersea, and 4 to Shoreditch 
sanitary areas. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 16, 9, and 13 in 
the preceding three weeks, numbered 10 last week, corresponding with the corrected 
average ; 2 belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 10, 12, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 10 Jast 
week, being 3 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 324, 
377, and 480 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 840, exceeding 
the corrected average by no fewer than 382. 

The deaths attributed directly to enfluenza numbered 24, having been 11, 16, and 
13 in the preceding three weeks. | 

A retired cheesemonger, whose death occurred at Hammersmith, was stated to 
have attained the age of 101 years. 

Different forms of violence caused 89 deaths, concerning all but 6 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 89 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and one death was 
a case of homicide, while the remaining 82 deaths were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Two of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 13 to burns and 
scalds, and 21 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. ‘Twelve 

- deaths were directly attributed to the effects of the severe weather. 


Casrs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hospitrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 67 cases of small-pox, 1657 — 
of scarlet fever, 498 of diphtheria, and 111 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 18 cases, 
against 8, 21, and 18; of scarlet fever, 159 cases, against 186, 160, and 149; of 
diphtheria, 55 {cases, against 72, 76, and 49; and of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 
23, 11, and 14, 

; GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3683 births and 3092 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31:8 and 26°7 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 6 deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria, and 
5 from whooping-cough were recorded. Two deaths from searlet fever occurred in 
Bromley district. Of the 9 deaths from diphtheria, 3 were registered in West Ham 
and 2 in Brentford districts. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading cf the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°93 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 26°°0, the latter being 12°°9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was North-Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 7 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 14°5 hours; no rain was measured during the week.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°1 in Gateshead, 1°7 in Bolton, and 1'7 in 
Sheffield; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Huddersfield, 1°2 in Wolverhampton, and 
1°3 in Salford; and from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Manchester and in Burnley, 
and 1:9in Norwich. ‘The death-rate from “fever” did not reach 1°0 per 1000 in 
any of the thirty-three towns. The 55 deaths from diphtheria included 29 in 
London, -4 in Leeds, 3 in West Ham and in Sheffield, and 2 each in Birmingham, 
Liverpool, and Manchester.. One death from small-pox was registered in London, 


and one in Derby, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon 2787 pirtus and 2863f DEATHS were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births were 9 below, whilst the deaths exceeded by 1006, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years.

The 2863 deaths included one death from small-pox, 26 deaths from measles, 
10 from scarlet fever, 29 from diphtheria, 42 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, one death from an ill-defined form of continued fever, 12 deaths from diarrhoea 
and dysentery, and not one death from typhus or from cholera; thus, 124 deaths 


were referred to these diseases, being 71 below the corrected average weekly number. 


‘The death from small-pox belonged to Marylebone sanitary area. The death 
of an infant, aged 4 months, which occurred in Nutfield Road, Camberwell, was 
certified to have resulted from “ chicken-pox,” 17 days, bronchitis, and wasting.” 
The deaths from measles, which had been 138, 17, and 27 in the preceding three 
weeks, numbered 26 last week, and were 16 below the corrected average ; 
4 belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 11, 15, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, declined last week to 10, and 
were 8 below the corrected average; 2 belonged to Islington and 2 to St. George 
Southwark sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 45, 34, 
and 27 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 29 last week, being 2 below the 
corrected average; 3 belonged to Poplar, 8-to Camberwell, and 2 each to Pad- 
dington, St. Pancras, Hackney, Battersea, and. Greenwich sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 30, 29, and 48 in the preceding three 
weeks, numbered 42 last week, being 33 below the corrected average ; 6 belonged 
to Lambeth and 5 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 9, 13, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, declined last week to 3, 
and were but one-third of the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 12, 12, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 12 Jast 
week, and were 5 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 377, 
480, and 840 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 1119, and 
were 615 above the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 111, having been 16, 13, 
and 24 in the preceding three weeks. Ast 

Different forms of violence caused 86 deaths, concerning 85 of which inquests 
were held. Of these 86 deaths, 2 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while 
the remaining 82 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Three of these were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, 20 to burns and scalds, 5 to drowning, and 28 
(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. Two deaths were referred 
directly to the effects of the severe weather. 


Casus of Inrrctious Sickness in Hosprrars.* 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 


and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 75 cases of small-pox, 1658 | 


of scarlet fever, 486 of diphtheria, and 107 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 19 cases, 


against 21, 18, and 18; of scarlet fever, 152 cases, against 160, 149, and 159; of 


diphtheria, 54 cases, against 76, 49, and 55; and of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 
11, 14, and 9. 


GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3768 births and 3509 deaths were registered, correspordin 
to annual rates of 32°5 and 30°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, 8 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, and 
5 from diarrhoea were recorded. Of the 8 deaths from diphtheria, 5 occurred in 
West Ham district and 2 in Edmonton district. The 9 deaths from whooping:

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1'4 in Preston, 1°7 im Bolton and in Sheffield, and 


1°8 in Plymouth ; 


from whooping-cough, 10 in Cardiff and in Manchester, 1°9 in 


Birkenhead, 2°2 in Halifax, and 2°6 in Brighton; and from “ fever,” 1°O in 


Salford. ‘The death-rate from scarlet fever did not reach 1:0 per 1000 in any 
of the thirty-three towns. The 47 deaths from diphtheria included 31 in London, 
and 2 each in West Ham, Birmingham, Manchester, Salford, and Oldham, One 
death from small-pox was registered in London, and one in Liverpool, but not one 
in any other of the thirty-three towns. 


LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2671 BrrTHs and 3246f pEaTus were registered. Aliowing for increase 
of population, the births were 104 below, whilst the deaths exceeded by 1412, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21°0, 29°3, and 34°0 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 38°5. During the four weeks

Highgate Small-pox Hospital, in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at 
Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within Registration London, As far as 
practicable, the deaths thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, 
added to the Outer Ring, or to other areas to which they belong, 
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ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°7 per 1000, being 9°5 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 8246 deaths included one death from small-pox, 20 deaths from measles, 7 from 
scarlet fever, 31 from diphtheria, 53 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 
11 from diarrhoea and dysentery, one death from choleraic diarrhoea, and not one 
from typhus or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 131 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 52 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox belonged to Newington sanitary area. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 17, 27, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, 
declined again last week to 20, being less than half of the corrected average ; 
4 belonged to Battersea and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from searlet 
fever, which had numbered 15, 18, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, further 
declined last week to 7, and were 8 below the corrected average; 3 belonged to 
Islington sanitary area. The deaths from dinhtheria, which had been 34, 27, and 
29 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 31 last week, being one death in excess 
of the corrected average; 6 belonged to Camberwell, 3 to Greenwich, and 2 each 
to St. Pancras, Isington, and Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 29, 48, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, rose last weck 
to 58, but were 16 below the corrected average ; 8 belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to 
St. Marylebone, and 5 to Poplar sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had declined in the preceding three weeks from 13 to 3, increased again last week 
to 7, the corrected average being 8; 2 belonged tc Kensington sanitary area. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 12, 10, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
numbered 11 Jast week, and were 4 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 480, 
840, and 1120 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 1449, 
exceeding the corrected average by no fewer than 945. 

The deaths attributed directly to enfluenza numbered 296, having been 13, 24, 
and 111 in the preceding three weeks. 

The ages of two widows who died in Grant Road, Battersea, were stated 10 be 
100 and 102 years respectively. | 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 57 deaths, 5 were cases of suicide, and one death was a case 
of homicide, while the remaining 51 deaths were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 to burns and scalds, 3 to 
drowning, and 138 (including 11 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 

j Casxs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hosprtats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 68 cases of small-pox, 1621 
of scarlet fever, 463 of diphtheria, and 95 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 8 cases, 
against 18, 18, and ‘19; of scarlet fever, 143 cases, against 149, 159, and 152; of 
diphtheria, 43 cases, against 49, 55, and 54; and of enterie fever, 7 cases, against 
14, 9, and &, 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3580 births and 3966 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°9 and 34°2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 16 deaths from measles, 9 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, and 
3 from “fever” were recorded. Of the 16 deaths from measles, 6 occurred in 
West Ham, 4 in Epping, and 3 in Richmond districts. The 9 deaths from 
diphtheria included 3 in Edmonton and 3 in West Ham districts. 


METEOROLOQY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°67 inches, and that .of the 
Thermometer 36°°2, the latter being 3°°9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841~90. 
The direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being equal to the week’s 
average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week was 
5*2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°19 of an inch.

The. highest annual death-rates . per 1000. living,’as measured by -last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1*7in Sheffield, 1:8. in Plymouth, 2:0 in New- 
castle, and, 2°2 in: Bolton ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Norwich, 1° 1.in. Oldham, 
and 1:1 in Halifax ; and from. diarrhea, 1°0. in Gardiff.: The:death-rate from 
scarlet fever and from “fever” did not reach 1:0. per1000in any of the thirty- 
three towns. The 62 deaths from diphtheria ineluded 34 in Lotidon; 6°in Liverpool, 
4 in Birkenhead, 3 in Salford, and 3 in Birmingham., . One. death <froi smalt-pox 
was registered in Derby, but not one in London, or in any other of the thirtysthree 
towns.

The annual 
decath-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 29°3, 34°0, and 38°5 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 41°2. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 35°8 per 1000, being 14:0 per 
1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 3471 deaths included 23 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 34 from diphtheria, 
55 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 16 from diarrhoea and dysentery, 
and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of continued fever, or 
from cholera; thus, 143 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 46 below the 
corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 26, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, numbered 23 last week, and were 27 below the corrected average ; 
6 belonged to Battersea sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 18, 10, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 6, 
and were 8 below the corrected average; 2 belonged to Islington sanitary area. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 29, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 34, exceeding the corrected average by 9; 
4 belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Greenwich, 3 each to Hackney, Bethnal Green, 
Battersea, and Camberwell, and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 48, 42, and 53 in the preceding three weeks, 
numbered 55 last week, being 16 below the corrected average ; 12 belonged to 
Lambeth, 4 to Newingtcn, and 4 to Fulham sanitary areas. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 10, 38, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 9, corresponding with the corrected average; 2 belonged tc 
Islington sanitary area. The deaths from dzarrhea, which had been 10, 12, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks, rose Jast week to 16, the corrected average heing 
also 16. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 840, 
1120, and 1448 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 1366 last week, exceeding 
the corrected average by 842. 

The deaths attributed directly to enfluenza numbered 473, having been 24, 111, 
and 296 in the preceding three weeks. 

The age of a shoemaker, whose death from “ senile decay’ occurred in St. Pancras 
Workhouse, was stated to be 104 years. 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning 66 of which inquests 
were held. Of these 67 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, and one death was a case 


of homicide, while the remaining 57 deaths were attributed to accident or negligence.’ 
Five of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to burns and sealds, and 16 


(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. The death of a female, 
aged 41 years, was referred, after inquest, to “‘ asphyxia, syncope, when under the 


- “ influence of chloroform duly administered for a proper purpose during con- 


“ finement.” 


Casxs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 54 cases of small-pox, 1619 
of scarlet fever, 455 of diphtheria, and 80 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 8 cases, 
against 18, 19, and 8; of scarlet fever, 141 cases, against 159, 152, and 143; of 
diphtheria, 55 cases, against 55, 54, and 438; and of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 
9, 8, and 7. 

GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3680 births and 4358 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31'7 and 37°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 12 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 11 from diphtheria, 7 from 
whooping-cough, and 5 from diarrhoea were recorded. Of the 12 deaths ‘from 


measles, 6 occurred in Epping district. The 11 deaths from diphtheria included 
4 in West Ham district and 2 in Edmonton district.

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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading cf the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°59 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 36°°5, the latter being 4°'4 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 24 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 12°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°34 of an inch. 


The LONDON VW/ATER CoMPANIES have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
February 1895. ‘The supply was in the ratio of 271 gallons to one service.

ANALysIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING FEBRUARY, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
Sir, . 4th March, 1895. 
] HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of February. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the resuits obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. , 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0°8, Tottenham 1°2, New River and Colne 
Valley 1:6, East London (deep-well) 2°1, Grand Junction 2°2, Lambeth 2°3, West Middlesex 
and Southwark 2-7, Chelsea 3-1, and East London (river supply) 3°4. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions:—Thames at Hampton 2-6, New River Cut 1°8, and 
the Lea at Angel Road 3°2. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on February 4th, turbid and pale yellow iu colour, but otherwise, 
chemically, in excellent condition, containing only a very small proportion of organic matter. 
Bacterially, it was exceedingly bad, even after storage for 14 days. As delivered by the five 
Companies drawing from this river, it was in every case efficiently filtered before delivery. The 
bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed by the following per- 
centage numbers :—Chelsea 99°32, West Middlesex 99°16, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 81°71, 
(No. 7 filter well) 98°89, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 85°55, (general well at 
Kew, February 5th) 99°85, (ditto, February 16th) 99°66, (Kew south well, February 5th) 99°88, 
(ditto, February 16th) 99°89, and Lambeth 96°55. 

The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs was, on February 6th, 
turbid and of a very pale yellow colour. It possessed a high degree of organic purity, but was, 
both before and after storage, of bad bacterial quality. After filtration, the New River Company 
delivered it in a clear and bright condition, and improved it, bacterially, to the extent represented 
by the following percentage numbers :—General filter well 98°48, and No. 4 filter well 98°89. 
The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was, on February 6th, 
turbid and pale yellow. It was of good chemical, but very bad bacterial quality. Even after 
storage for 15 days, it still contained 37,200 microbes or their spores per cubic centimetre. It was 
efficiently filtered before delivery, and improved bacterially, to an extent represented by the following 
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percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 89°78, No. 2 Essex well 95°31, and Middlesex well, 98°39. 

Lhe deep-well waters of the Kent and. Colne Valley Companies, and of the Tottenham Local 
Board of Health, possessed a high degree of,organic purity and were of excellent quality for dietetic 
purposes. ‘The Tottenham and East London waters were very slightly turbid, but the others were 
clear and bright without filtration, and the Colne Valley Company’s water was softened before 
delivery:and thus rendered suitable for washing. T= 

Séen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valley waters were clear and 
colourless, the Tottenham and East London (deep-well) colourless and very slightly turbid, the 
New River clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river water before and after storage, and of the 
supplies of the various Companies collected’on the 4th, Sth, 6th, l5th, and 16th of February furnished 
the results contained in the following table :—

This table. shows that a,continuance of. very low temperatures during the month again prevented 
most of the filters from. workirg efficiently. 
unsatisfactory than even during the previous month; for, although there was in every case a great 
reduction in the number of microbes per c.c., it was only in some of the filters of the Grand 
Junction. Company that the number was brought.within the standard limit of 100 per c.c. The 
enormous increase in the consumption of water during the frost, taxing, as it did, the filters to the 
utmost, probably contributed to this unsatisfactucy result; nevertheless, it is obvious that there 
are other conditions affecting bacterial filtration during frost which require investigation. From 
this point of view it is both interesting and important to compare the results obtained by the Grand 
Junction Company at Hampton, where the raw water: operated upon contained 34,220 microbes 
per ¢.c., with, those obtained at Kew, where the water supplied to the filters, having undergone a 
preliminary filtration, contained only 880. microbes per c.c. The filtered water at Hampton 
still contained 4,944 microbes per c.c., whilst that at Kew contained only 52.. It would thus 
appear that,in very cold weather at least, the initial number of microbes hasan important 
influence upon the number in.the filtered water. ..And this conclusion is. borne. out by reference to 
the results obtained by the other Companies drawing from rivers, for, in every. cas¢, as is seen 
from the above table, the greater the number of microbes in the raw,water the larger the number 
passing the filters, My bacterioscopic observations, made during the recent severe weather, have 
further shown that. storage in open reservoirs, even. when prolonged for 15.days, has, at tempe- 
ratures near the freezing point, but little effect in reducing the number of microbes in the raw river 
waters. On the other hand, it would seem that passage through a deep layer of gravel is a potent 
means, even in severe weather, for the retention of microbes. The higher temperature to’ which 
the water is exposed in this deep gravel is, no doubt, the cause of this bacterial. efficiency of 
preliminary filtration. . - 

Nothing of an, injurious. character was found amongst the microbes in any of the waters. _. 

Dr, Hill, F.1.C., the Medicai Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that. the water supplied 
to that city was “ very slightly turbid and green in a two foot tube.” ) ; 

Dr. Mills, F.R.S., of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Technical College, reports that the 
water supplied to that city from Loch .Katrine was “light brown in colour, and contained 
‘a little suspended. matter.”

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1*1* in Manchester, 1:2 in Plymouth and in 
Sheffield, and 1°83 in Bolton ; and from whooping-cough, 1*6 in Burnley, and 2°3 in 
Croydon. The death-raté from scarlet fever and from “ fever” did not reach 1°0 
per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 52 deaths from diphtheria 
included 27 in London, 4 in West Ham, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in Sheffield, and 
2 each in Birkenhead, Oldham, and Leeds. One death from small-pox was regis- 
tered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 

In LONDON 2821 BirtHs and 2817 { DEATHS were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births were 23, and the deaths 951, above the average numbers 
in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate per 1000 
from all causes, which had been 34:0, 38°5, and 41 -2, in the preceding three weeks, 


fell last week to 33°4. During the four weeks ending on Saturday last the death- 


rate averaged 36°8 per 1000, being 14°5 per 1000 above the mean rate in the 
corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-9 4.

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The 2817 deaths included one death from small-pox, 12 deaths from measles, 
4 from scarlet fever, 27 from diphtheria, 56 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric 
fever, 10 from diarrhoa and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, any 
ill-defined form of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 114 deaths were referred 
to these diseases, being 89 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was of a patient in the Metropolitan Asylum Hospital 
at Dartford, who had been admitted from St. Marylebone sanitary area. The 
deaths from measles, which had numbered 26, 20, and 23 in the preceding three 
weeks, declined last week to 12, and were so many as 42 below the corrected 
average ; 2 belonged to Hackney sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 10,7, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
4, and were less than one fourth of the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 29, 31, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, declined 
last week to 27, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 6 belonged to Cam- 
berwell, 4 to Greenwich, 4 to Mile End Old Town, 3 to Paddington, and 2 each 
to Fulham, St. Martin-in-the-Fields, and Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 42, 53, and 55 in the preceding three weeks, 
numbered 56 last week, being 14 below the corrected average ; 8 belonged to 
Islington, 5 to St. Pancras, 4 to St.George Hanover Square, and 4 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 3, 7, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, declined again last week to 4, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 
2 belonged tc Hammersmith sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 12, 11, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 10 Jast week, being 
5 below the corrected average. ) 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 1120, 
1448, and 1366 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 1081, but 
exceeded the corrected average by 507. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 349, having been 111, 296, 
and 473 in the preceding three weeks. 

The age of a widow, whose death from congestion of the lungs occurred in Grundy 
Street, Poplar, was stated to be 103 years. | 

Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 14 were cases of suicide, and 8 of homicide, 
while the remaining 55 deaths were attributed to accident or negligence. Three of 
these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to railways, 10 to burns and scalds, 
3 to poison, and 16 (including 14 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed, The death of a milliner, aged 25 years, was referred, after inquest, to 
“syncope, exhaustion, weak heart, pneumonia, partly under influence of chloroform 
“ for operation, empyema.” ! 


Casks of Inrecrious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 


and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 57 cases of small-pox, 1615 
of scarlet fever,456 of diphtheria, and 70 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 12 cases, 
against 19, 8, and 8; of scarlet fever, 133 cases, against 152, 143, and 141; of 
diphtheria, 61 cases, against 54, 48, and 55; and of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 
8, 7, and 9. 
GREATER LONDON, 

In Greater London 3822 births and 3660 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 33:0 and 31°6 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 12 deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 
and 5 from diarrhea were recorded. Of the 12 deaths from measles, 5 occurred 
in West Ham district. The 7 deaths from diphtheria included 5 in West Ham 
district, and 2 in Romford district. Five deaths from whooping-cough occurred in 
Croydon district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:82 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°-7, the latter being 2°-7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 24 per cent.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 12 in Plymouth and in Sheffield, 1:3 in Brighton, 
1:6 in Manchester, and 3°1 in Bolton ; from scarlet fever, 1:2 in Wolverhampton ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Newcastle, 1:5 in Norwich, and 1°6 in Leicester and 
in Blackburn; and from diarrhea, 1:1 in Oldham. The death-rate from “ fever” 
did not reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 50 deaths 
from diphtheria included 24 in London, 5 in Leeds, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in Man- 
chester, and 3 in West Ham. One death from small-pox was registered in Derby 
and one in Liverpool, but not one in London or in any other of the thirty-three 
towns, 

LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2650 prrtHs and 2190+ prarus were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births were 84 below, whilst the deaths exceeded by 369, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 


- death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 38:5, 41:2, and 33°4 in the 


preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 26°0. During the four weeks

The 2190 deaths included 19 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 24 from 
diphtheria, 43 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 15 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of continued 
fever, or from cholera; thus, 120 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 76 
below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 23, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, increased again last week to 19, being, however, less than one-third of the 
corrected average ; 3 belonged to Shoreditch, 3 to Limehouse, and 3 to Battersea 
sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7,6, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 15, and exceeded the corrected average 
by 2; 4 belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had numbered 31, 34, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last 
week to 24, and were 4 below the corrected average; 3 belonged to Lambeth, 
3 to Greenwich, and 2 to Kensington sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 53, 55, and 56 in the preceding three weeks, declined last 
week to 43, and were 28 below the corrected average ; 4 belonged to Lambeth, 4 to 
Lewisham, and 3 each to Newington, Kensington, St. Marylebone, St. Pancras, and 
Shoreditch sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been US, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, again numbered 4 last week, being but half of 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 11, 16, and 10 
in the preceding three weeks, increased again last week to 15, as compared with a 
corrected average of 14. | . 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 1448, 
1366, and 1031 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 740, but 
exceeded the corrected average by 254. : 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 225, having been 296, 473, 
and 349 in the preceding three weeks. 

The death of a waterside labourer, aged 30 years, who had been admitted into 
Guy’s Hospital from Stanworth Street, Bermondsey, was referred, after inquest and 
post-mortem examination, to “ anthrax, a few days.” 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 59 deaths, 14 were cases of suicide, and one death was a case 
of homicide, while the remaining 44 deaths were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Three of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to railways, 8 to burns 
and scalds, 2 to poison, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in 
bed. bi € :

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 58 cases of small-pox, 1587 
of scarlet fever, 455 of diphtheria, and 72 of enteric fever under treatment in these 


hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared | | 


with those in the preceding three wecks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 14 cases, 
against. 8, 8, and 12; of scarlet fever, 184 cases, against 143, 141, and 1338; of 
diphtheria, 64 cases, against 43, 55, and 61; and of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 
7, 9, and 4. | 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3655 births and 2880 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31°5 and 24°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 11 deaths from measles, 8 from diphtheria, 12 from whooping-cough, 
and 5 from “ fever” were recorded. Of the 11 deaths from measles, 9 occurred 
in Walthamstow sub-district. ‘The 8 deaths from diphtheria included 4 in West 
Ham and 2 in Croydon districts. Of the 12 deaths from whooping-cough, 4 were 
registered in Edmonton, 3 in West Ham, and 2 in Croydon districts. - 


METEOROLOGY. G 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°84 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 48°°3, the latter being 6°:8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 20 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 21°4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°18 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were -—from measles, 1°5 in Sheffield, and 2°2 in Bolton ; from scarlet 
fever, 1°2 in Wolverhampton ; from whooping-cough, 1°2 in Plymouth and in 
Blackburn, 1°3 in Salford, and 1°G in Gateshead; from “fever”, 1°1 in Halifax 
and in Sunderland; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Derby, and 1°4 in Preston. The 
53 deaths from diphtheria included 31 in London, 3 in West Ham, 3 in Manchester, 
2 in Birmingham, and 2 in Liverpool. No death from small-pox was registered in 
London or in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In LONDON 2466 BirtHs and 1781} DEATHS were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births were 273 below, whilst the deaths exceeded by 11, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 41°2, 33°4, and 26°0 in the

preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 21:1. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°4 per 1000, being 8°6 per 
1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1781 deaths included 23 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 31 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, one death from an 
ill-defined form of continued fever, 14 deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery, one 
death from cholera (cholera infantum), and not one from small-pox or from 
typhus; thus, 136 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 71 below the 
corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 23, 12, and 19 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 23, but were 41 below the corrected average ; 3 
belonged to Hackney, 3 to Shoreditch, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. ‘The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 4, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, 
numbered 13 last week, and were 4 below the corrected average ; 3 belonged to 
Islington, 2 to St. Pancras, and 2 to Fulham sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had numbered 34, 27, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, 
increased again last week to 31, exceeding the corrected average by 6; 6 belonged 
to Greenwich, 3 to Camberwell, 8 to Poplar, and 2 each to Battersea, St. Pancras, 
and Westminster sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
55, 56, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 49 last week, and were 28 
pelow the corrected average ; 6 belonged to St. Pancras, 6 to Lambeth, and 4 to 
Hackney sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 4, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 4 last week, and less than half of 
the corrected average; 2 belonged to Wandsworth sanitary area. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 16, 10, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 
14 Jast week, and exceeded the corrected average by 2. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 1366, 
1031, and 740 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 497, 
but exceeded the corrected average by 48. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 116, having been 473, 349, 
and 225 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 73 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 62 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these were caused 
by vehicles in the streets, 5 by drowning, 7 by poison, and 12 (including 11 of infants 
under one year of age) by suffocation in bed. The death of a house-painter, aged 
66 years, which occurred in the Lambeth Workhouse Infirmary, was certified to have 
been caused by “chronic lead-poisoning, exhaustion.” 


Cases of Inrectious SickNESS in HosprTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 55 cases of small-pox, 1555 
of scarlet fever, 435 of diphtheria, and 73 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows:—Of small-pox, 11 cases, 
against 8, 12, and 14; of scarlet fever, 161 cases, against 141, 138, and 184; of 
diphtheria, 67 cases, against 55, 61, and 64; and of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 
95-4, and 12... . oO dy |

In Greater London 3333 births and 2323 deaths were registered, correspordin 
to annual rates of 28°7 and 20°0 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 15 deaths from measles, 9 from diphtheria, and 10 from whooping- 
cough were recorded. Of the 15 deaths from measles, 12 occurred in Walthamstow 


sub-district. Che 9 deaths from diphtheria included 5 which occurred in West 
Ham district. .

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The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in Cardiff, 1:1 in Sheffield, and 3-1 in Bolton; 
and from whooping-cough, 1°0 in Norwich and in Salford, 1°2 in Portsmouth, 1°4 
in Preston, and 2'1 in Burnley. In none of the thirty-three towns did the death- 
rate from scarlet fever, “fever,” or diarrhea reach 1°0 per 1000. The 51 deaths 
. from diphtheria included 23 in London, 5 in Birmingham, 4 in Manchester, and 
3 in West Ham. One death from small-pox was registered in Derby, but not 
one in any other of the thirty-three towns.

In LONDON 2731 Birtus and 1597* pEatTHs were registered. Allowing for increase 
of population, the births were 6 above, and the deaths 119 below, the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 33°4, 2670, and 21°1 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 19°0. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°9 per 1000, being 3°6 per 1000 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. . 

The 1597 deaths included 18 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 15 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of 
continued fever, or cholera; thus, 117 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
85 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 12, 19, and 23 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 18, and were 46 below the corrected average ; 
4 belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 4, 15, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 11, the 
corrected average being 15; 2 belonged to Islington, and 2 to Hackney sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 24, and 31 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 23, and were 5 below the corrected 
average; 3 belonged to Islington, 3 to Shoreditch, and 2 to Westminster sanitary 
areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 56, 43, and 49 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 44, and were 23 below the corrected 
average ; 5 belonged to Camberwell, 4 to Mile End Old Town, 4 to Lambeth, and 
4 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
4. in each of the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 6, but were 2 below the 
corrected average; 2 belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 10, 14, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, were 15 last week, 
the corrected average being 14. | 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 1448, 
1366, 1031, 740, and 497 in the preceding five weeks, further fell last week to 
42,7, but were 17 above the corrected average. : 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 63, having been 349, 225, 
and 116 in the preceding three weeks. 


Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of which inquests © 


were held. Of these 55 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, and one of homicide, 
while the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or negligence. One of these 
was caused by a vehicle in the street, one by a conflagration, one by poison, 2 by 
drowning, and 16 (of infants under one year of age) by suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 53 cases of small-pox, 1519 
of scarlet fever, 440 of diphtheria, and 66 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 7 cases, 
against 12, 14, and 11; of scarlet fever, 143 cases, against 133, 184, and 161; of 
diphtheria, 71 cases, against 61, 64, and 67; and of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 
4, 12, and 12.

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as well 
as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the streets, have 
been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in w ich the deceased had previously resided. The 
deaths of 596 London residents who died outside Registration London in the Strand Union Workhouse at 
Edmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the City of London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the 
Metropolitan Hospitals and Asylums have been similarly distributed. In 454 cases the previous residence was 
outside Registration London, and these have been excluded from the Table. 

GREATER LONDON. ) 
In Greater London 3715 births and 2066 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 32°0 and 17°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 14 deaths from measles, 10 from diphtheria, and 8 from whooping- 
cough were recorded. Of the 14 deaths from measles, 10 occurred in Walthamstow 
sub-district. The 10 deaths from diphtheria included 6 which occurred in West 
Ham district.

ANALYsIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING Marcu, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
Sir, 6th April, 1895. 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of March. Pier 

_At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (6) to the bacteriology of the-water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. ee 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. ‘These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. . SOiNteIES 4 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0:7, Tottenham 1°3, East London (deep- 
well) 1°5, New River 1°6, Chelsea 2-3, Colne Valley 2°2, West Middlesex 2°8, Grand J unction 
3°1, East London (river supply) 3°3, Southwark 3:9, and Lambeth 4+1. The unfiltered river 


‘water contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4'8, New River Cut 3°3,:and 


the Lea at Angel Road 5:1. 1G 
The Thames at Hampton was,.on March 11th, turbid and yellow in colour; it was below its 
average chemical quality and of very bad bacterial quality.. Storage for periods varying from 
6 to 14°7 days reduced the number Of bacteria to a maximum of less than one-sixth and a 
minimum of less than one-twentieth of the original amount. As delivered by the five Com- 
panies drawing from this river, it was in every case efficiently filtered and improved in chemieal 
quality. The bacterial improvement effected by the various Qompanies is expressed by the 
following per-centage numbers :—Chelsea 99°78, West Middlesex 99°19, Southwark (No. 4 filter 
well) 99°84, (No. 8 filter well) 99°53, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 97°28, 
(general well at Kew Bridge) 99°4, and Lambeth 99°31. ; Par 
The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs’ was, on March 13th, 
turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was. of good chemical, but inferior bacterial: quality ; even 
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after passing the storage reservoirs, it still contained upwards of 6,000 bacteria per c.c. After 


‘filtration, the New River Company delivered it in a clear, bright, and colouriess condition, and 


improved it, bacterially, to the extent represented by the following percentage numbers :—General 
filter well 99+29, No. 2 filter well 99°53, and No. 8 filter well 95°83. The water taken from the 
Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was, on March 13th, turbid and yellow ; both 
in chemical and bacterial quality it was inferior to the Thames at Hampton two days previously ;_ 
even after storage for 15 days, it still contained a large number of bacteria; but it was efficiently 
filtered before delivery, and much improved in chemical quality. The bacterial improvement is 
expressed by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99°45, No. 2 Essex well 99°05, 
Middlesex well 97°04, and No. 12 filter bed 99°68. 

{The deep-well waters of the Kent and East London Companies, and of the Tottenham Local 
Board of Health, possessed a high degree of organic purity and were of excellent quality for dietetic 
purposes; the Tottenham water was, however, very slightly turbid. The Colne Valley Company’s 
water contained more organic matter than usual, but this was of vegetable origin, and in other 
respects the water was of excellent quality. It was softened before delivery and thus rendered 
suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the New River, Kent, and East London (deep-well) 
waters were clear and colourless, the Colne Valley clear and nearly colourless, the Tottenham 
very slightly turbid and colourless, the East London (river supply), clear and pale yellow, and . 
the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, and of the 
supplies of the various Companies collected on the 11th, 13th, and 14th of March furnished the 
results contained in the following table :—

From this table it is evident that the effects of the recent very low temperatures had not dis- 
appeared in the case of the raw waters. whilst several of the filtered waters also still contained 
an abnormal number. of microbes. The water pumped from the gravel, however, was of 
remarkably good bacterial quality. 

Dr. Hill, F.1.C., the Medicai Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied 
to that city was “ very slightly turbid and greyish green in a two foot tube.” 

Dr. Milis, F.R.S., of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Technical College, reports that the 
water supplied to that city from Loch Katrine was “light brown in colour, and contained 
“ a little suspended matter.”

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the water. 


The Table is to be read thus:—the Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 14th of March 


at the Horse Guards cab rank, had a temperature of 3°°8 C.; 100,000 Ibs. of it contained 
29°20 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained -108 Ib. of carbon and °014 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and °302 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘316 lb. The above weight of water 
also contained 1°6 Ib. of chlorine and 19°4 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in West Ham, 1°1 in Manchester, 1°7 in 
Bolton, and 1°8 in Plymouth ; from whooping-cough, 1°1 in Oldham, 1°2 in Liver- 
pool and in Blackburn, 1°3 in Salford, 1°5 in Manchester, and 1°7 in Brighton ; 


and from diarrhea, 1:6 in Blackburn. In none of the thirty-three towns did the 


death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1°06 per 1060. The 57 deaths 


from diphtheria included 27 in London, 5 in West Ham, 5 in Birmingham, and 
5 in Cardiff. One death from small-pox was registered in Birmingham, but not 
one in any other of the thirty-three towns. _ 

LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2380 BirtHs and 1622} DEATHS were registered. Aliowing for 
inerease of population, the births were 340, and the deaths 97, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 26°0, 21°1, and 19°0 in the preceding 
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three weeks, rose last week to 19'3. During the four weeks ending on Saturday 
last the death-rate averaged 21‘4 per 1000, being 0°7 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1622 deaths included 25 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 27 from 
diphtheria, 49 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 18 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of 
continued fever, or cholera; thus, 187 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
72 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 23, and 18 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 25, but were 43 below the corrected average ; 
5 belonged to Poplar, 5 to Lambeth, and 4 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 15, 13, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 15, and were just equal to the corrected average; 2 
belonged to Islington and 2 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 24, 31, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, were 
27 last week, the corrected average being 30; 38 belonged to Poplar, 3 to Battersea, 
and 3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 43, 49, and 44 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 49, but 
were 18 below the corrected average ; 6 belonged to Islington, 4 to Pancras, 4 to 
Lambeth, and 4 to Battersea sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 4,4, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3 last week, the 
corrected average being 8; the 8 cases belonged to Marylebone, Poplar, and 
Lambeth sanitary areas respectively. The deaths from dearrhea, which had been 
14, 14, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18 Jast week, exceeding the 
the corrected average by 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 740, 
497, and 427 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 3898, and were 
10 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 46, having been 225, 116, 
and 63 in the preceding three weeks. 

Tifferent forms of violence caused 51 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 51 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, while the remain- 
ing 45 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these were referred to 
vehicles in the street, 4 to drowning, one (of a house-painter) to lead-poisoning, and 
45 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Cases of Infectious SicKNESS in HospiTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 47 cases of small-pox, 1463 
of scarlet fever, 435 of diphtheria, and 67 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 9 cases, . 
against 14,11, and 7; of scarlet fever, 117 cases, against 184, 161, and 143 ; of 
diphtheria, 64 cases, against 64, 67, and 71; and of enteric fever, 9 cases, against 
12, 12, and 4, 

GREATER LONDON, 


Tn Greater London 3230 births and 2065 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 27°9 and 17°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 19 deaths from measles, 13 from diphtheria, and 9 from whooping- 
cough were registered. Of the 19 deaths from measles, 8 occurred in Walthamstow 
and 5 in Plaistow sub-districts; 7 deaths from diphtheria and 3 from whooping- 
cough occurred in West Ham district. The death of a resident of Loughton from 
small-pox, in the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, was recorded during the week. _ 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°86 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 47°°7, the latter being 2°:0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 5-per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 29°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°05 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°2 in Plymouth, 1°5 in Manchester, and 3°5 in 
Bolton ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Norwich and in Manchester, 1-1 in Swansea 
and in Oldham, 1‘2 in Wolverhampton and in Blackburn, 1°3 in Salford, and 1°6 
in Burnley; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Cardiff, 1°2 in Plymouth, and 1° in 
Norwich. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever » reach 
1-0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 57 deaths from diphtheria 
included 30 in London, 5 in West Ham, and 5 in Manchester. One death from 
small-pox was registered in Liverpool, but not one in any other of the thirty-three 


towns.

In Lonpon 2677 pirTus and 1585 peaTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 58, and the deaths 112, below the average

The 1585 deaths included 39 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 30 from 
diphtheria, 51 from. whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 7 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of . 
continued fever, or:cholera; thus, 141 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
82 below the corrected average weekly number. 

No death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 6. ‘The 
deaths from measles, which had been 23, 18, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 89, but were barely one half of the corrected average ; 
8 belonged to Poplar, 6 to Mile End Ola Town, and 5 to Shoreditch sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 11, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last, week to 9, the corrected average being 16. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 31, 23, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 


Jast week tu 80, exceeding tho corrected average by 4; 5 helonged to Kensington 


and 4 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 49, 44, and.49 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 51, but 
were 20 below the corrected average ; 6 belonged to Newington, 6 to Lambeth, 
5 to Battersea, and 5 to Greenwich sanitary. areas. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 4,6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, the 
corrected average being 9; 2 belonged to Paddington sanitary area. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 14, 15, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to’7, the corrected average being 16. : sae 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 497, 
427, and 398 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 3889, but were 
5 above the corrected average. : 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza. numbered 32, having been 116, 63, 
and 46 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 64 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and one was a case of 
homicide, while the remaining 57 were attributed to accident or negligence. Three 
of these were referred to vehicles in the street, 12 to drowning, 22 (including 21 of 


infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and 2 to chloroform adminis- 
tered for surgical purposes. 


Casks of InrFecTIOUS SICKNESS in HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 35 cases of small-pox, 1514 
of scarlet fever, 441 of diphtheria, and 67 of enteric fever under treatment in these ~ 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 4 cases, 
against 11,7, and 9; of scarlet fever, 162 cases, against 161, 148, and 117 ; of 
diphtheria, 73 cases, against 67, 71, and 64; and of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 
12, 4, and 9.- ; 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3678 births and 2051 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31:7 and 17°7 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 16 deaths from measles, 15 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, 
and 6 from scarlet fever were recorded. Of the 16 deaths from measles, 7 occurred 
in Walthamstow, 3 in Plaistow, and 3 in Isleworth sub-districts; 9 deaths from 
diphtheria, occurred in West Ham district, and 3 in Croydon sub-district.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°75 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°°1, the latter being 1°°5 above the week’s average inthe 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 6 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 36°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:18 of an inch.

Plymouth, and 4°4 in Bolton; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Manchester, 1:1 in 
Leicester, 1°2 in Plymouth and in Wolverhampton, 1°3 in Liverpool and in Bolton, 
1:6 in Blackburn, 1°9 in Preston, and 2:1 in Burnley ; and from dearrhea, 1:0 in 
Derby, and 11 in Gateshead. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever 
or from “ fever” reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 
50 deaths from diphtheria included 27 in London, 5 in Manchester, and 4 in West 
Ham, No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns, 


LONDON. 


In LONDON 2691 srrtus and 1508+ pxEaATus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 8 above, and the deaths 150 below, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual

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death-rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 19:0, 19°3, and 18°8 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 17°9. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°8 per 1000, being 1°4 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1508 deaths included 26 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 27 from 
diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 13 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of 
continued fever, or cholera; thus, 124 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
99 below the corrected average weekly number. 


No death from small-pex was registered, the corrected average being 5. The 


deaths from measles, which had been 18, 25, and 39 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 26, and were just one third cf the corrected average; 5 
belonged to Poplar, 4 to Shoreditch, and 4 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 11, 15, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 9 last week, the corrected average being 16. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 23, 27, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
27, and were 2 below the corrected average; 6 belonged to Camberwell, 3 to Wands- 
worth, and 3 to Pancras sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 44, 49, and 51 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 44, 
and were 29 below the corrected average ; 7 belonged to Lambeth sanitary area, 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 6, 3,and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 5 last week, the corrected average being 6; the 5 cases last 
week belonged to Clerkenwell, Battersea, Camberwell, Greenwich, and Lewisham 
sanitary areas respectively. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 15,18, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks, rose again Jast week to 13, the corrected average 
being 14. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 427, 
398, and 389 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 341, and were 
24 below the corrected average. — | 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 27, having been 63, 46, 
and 32 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 71 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 71 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 4 of 
homicide, while the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five 
of these were referred to vehicles in the street, 8 to drowning, and 18 (of infants 
under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. | 


CasEs of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS in Hospirats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from ihe Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 37 cases of small-pox, 1469 
of scarlet fever, 432 of diphtheria, and 61 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 12 cases, 
against 7,9, and 4; of scarlet fever, 132 cases, against 1438, 117, and 162; of 
diphtheria, 69 cases, against 71, 64, and 73; and of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 
4, 9, and 7. 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3619 births and 1916 deaths were registered, corresponding 
‘to annual rates of 31°2 and 16°5 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 16 deaths from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, and 6 from measles 
were registered. Four deaths from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton district, 4 in 
West Ham district, and 2 in Romford sub-district ; 3 deaths from measles occurred 
in Walthamstow sub-district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°50 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 50°°9, the latter being 2°°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 6 per cent. 


above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. 'The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 10°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°15 inches.

The deaths registered last week in Turrry-tTarEe GREAT Towns of England.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1:1 in Manchester, 2°3 in Plymouth, and 2°6 
in Bolton; and from whooping-cough, 1°0 in Birkenhead, 1°2 in Plymouth, 1°6 in 
Buruley, 1°8 in Wolverhampton, 1°9 in Preston, and 2:0 in Salford. In no case 
did the death-rate from scarlet fever, from “ fever”, or from diarrh@a reach 1°60 
per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 49 deaths from diphtheria included 
29 in London, 5 in Birmingham, and 3 in Lecds. One death from small-pox was 
registered in the Metropolitan Asylum Hospital Ship, but not one in any of the 
thirty-two provincial towns. 
LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2837 sirrus and 1395¢ praTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 55 above, and_ the deaths 236 below, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 19:3, 18°8, and 17°9 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 16°6. During the four weeks

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ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18:2 per 1000, being 1°7 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1395 deaths included one from small-pox, 39 from measles, 13 from scarlet 
fever, 29 from diphtheria, 36 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 18 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, any ill-defined form of 
continued fever, or cholera; thus, 141 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
86 below the corrected average weekly number. 

One death from small-pox was registered, the corrected ayerage being 6; the 
fatal case Jast week belonged to Rotherhithe sanitary area. The deaths from 
measles, which had been 25, 39, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 39, but were barely more than half the corrected average ; 6 belonged 
to Poplar, 5 to Shoreditch, 4 to Limehouse, 4 to Mile End Old Town, and 4 to 
Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 15, 9, 
and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 13, but were 5 below 
the corrected average ; 2 belonged to Fulham and 2 to Poplar sanitary areas. ‘The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 30, and 27 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 29 last week, this number being also the corrected average; the 29 
cases were distributed among no less than 22 sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 49, 51, and 44 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 36, which is almost exactly half of the corrected average ; 
3 each belonged to Chelsea, St. Pancras, and Lambeth sanitary areas. ‘The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 3, 5, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 5 last week, the corrected average being 10; the 5 fatal cases belonged 
to Paddington, Clerkenwell, St..George in the East, Rotherhithe, and Wandsworth 
sanitary areas respectively. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 18, 7, and 
13 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 18, the corrected average 
being 17. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 398, 
389, and 341 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 290, and were 
55 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 34, having been 46, 32, 
and 27 in the preceding three weeks, : 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 63 deaths, 15 were cases of suicide, and 3 of homicide, 
while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or negligence. Three of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, one to a conflagration, 8 to drowning, 
and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxrs of Inrectious SICKNESS in HosprtTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 34 cases of small-pox, 1413 
of scarlet fever, 457 of diphtheria, and 64 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 8 cases, 
against 9,4, and 12; of scarlet fever, 107 cases, against 117, 162, and 182; of — 
diphtheria, 79 cases, against 64, 73, and 69; and of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 
9, 7, and 6. 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 38386 births and 1754 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 33:1 and 15°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 14 deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 3 from searlet fever 
were registered. Six deaths from measles occurred in Walthamstow, 3 in Plaistow, 
and 8 in Tottenham sub-districts ; 5 deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham 
district, 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was '30°15 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 51°'2, the latter being 2°-0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 2 per cent.

- The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Cardiff, 1°1 in Manchester, 1°3 in West 
Ham and in Newecastle-on-Tyne, 2°6 in Bolton, and 3°5 in Plymouth; and from 
whooping-cough, 1-5 in Salford, and 1°6 in Burnley. In no case did the death-rate 
from scarlet fever, from “fever”, or from diarrhea reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 65 deaths from diphtheria included 38 in London, 6 in 
West Ham, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in Wolverhampton, and 3 in Liverpocl. No death 
from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

The 1398 deaths included 34 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 38 from 
diphtheria, 35 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, one ‘from: an ill-defined 
form of continued fever, 19 from diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from 
small-pox, typhus, or Cholera ; thus, 146 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
66 below the corrected average weekly number. 

Nordeath from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 7. The deaths 
from- measles, which had been 39, 26, and-39 in the preceding “three weeks, fell again 
last week: to ‘4, the corrected average being 73; 6 fatal cases belonged to Poplar, 
4 to Shoreditch, 4 to Mile End Old Town, and 3 to St. George-in-the-Hast sanitary 
areas.” The deaths from scarlet fever, which had jbeen 9, 9, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 11 last week, the corrected average being 16; 2 cases belonged © 
to Kensington and 2 to Islington ‘ sanitary areas. “The deaths from diphtheria, 
which: liad been 30, 27,.and 299in-.the panini three weeks, rose last. week to 
38, and exceeded the corrected average by 9; 4,cases helonged. to. Poplar, 3 to 
St: George Hanover Square, 3.to Bethnal Green, 3 to Whitechapel,.and.3 to Cam-, 
berwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been’ 51; 44, 
and 36 in the preceding. three weeks, were,,35 last: week, the. corrected average 
being 64.6. cases belonged -to Lambeth and 4. to.St. Pancras sanitary areas, .'The 
fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 5 in each of the preceding three weeks, 
rose last.-week to 8, ahah is.also the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to 
Newington sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 7, 13, and 
18 in the preceding three weeks, were 19 Jast week, erie the corrected average 
by 5. 

‘The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 389, 
341, and 290 in the preceding three weeks, further fell ‘Jast week to 247, and were 
86 below the corrected aver age. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 22, bovine been of, 27, 
and 34 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which sauneath 
were held. Of these 63 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and one of homicide, 
while the remaining 55 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, 2 to anesthetics adminis- 


tered for surgical purposes, and 11 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in’ bed, "ERS BOOS. | 


Casrs of InrEecTIOUS SICKNESS in HospiTALs.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the: Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 33 cases of small-pox, 1438 
of scarlet fever, 464 of diphtheria, and 66 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last. (‘Table 3)... The admissions during the week,.as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 6 cases, 
against. 4, 12, and. 8.;.of scarlet fever, 179 cases, against 162, 132, and 107 ; of 
diphtheria, 73 cases, against 73, 69, and 79; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 
7, 6, and 15. 

GREATER Lonpon... 


In Greater London 3444 births and 1798 deaths were remeineel corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°7 and 15°5 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 18 deaths from measles and 13 from diphtheria were registered. Kleven 
deaths from measles and 10 from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district.

_ANALYsIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING APRIL, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews; Reigate, 

ni . » 8th: May, 1895.) 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 

bacterioscopic: examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of April. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at’ the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (b) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues’ from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Mills of Glasgow 
and Dr. Hill of Birmingham. . 

Taking the, ayerage- amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years, ending December 1876, as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an_equal volume of jwater supplied by each, of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was :—Kent 0°5, Tottenham 1°3, Colne Valley 1°5, New 
River and East London (deep-well) 1°6, West Middlesex 2:3, Southwark and Grand. Junction 
2°5, Hast London (river supply). 2°6, Lambeth 2:8, and Chelsea 3-1. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions :—'lhames at Hampton 3°5, New River Cut.2°0, and 
the Lea at Angel Road 3°8.. ws a ee eae : 

The Thames at Hampton was, on April 19th, turbid and pale yellowim colour. It was of excellent 
chemical, and fairly good bacterial, quality. As delivered by the five Companies drawing from 
this river, it. was in every case efficiently filtered and improved in chemical quality. The bacterial 
improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed by the following per-centage 
numbers :—Chelsea 99°33, West Middlesex 99°62, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°23, (No. 8 
filter well) 96°83, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 98°27, (general well at Kew 
Bridge) 97°7, (Kew South filter well) 99°13, and Lambeth 98°94. 

The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs was, on April 22nd, 
of excellent chemical, and fairly good bacterial, quality. By passing through the storage 
reservoirs it was greatly improved in bacterial quality, and after efficient filtration was delivered 
in a clear and nearly colouriess condition, ranking, as regards chemical quality, with the deep-well 
waters. Bacterially it was improved before delivery to the extent represented by the following 
percentage numbers :—General filter well 98°59, No. 1 filter well 98°79, and No. 8 filter well 
98°99. The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the East London Company was, on the 
22nd of April, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was both chemically and bacterially of fairly 
good quality, but somewhat inferior in both respects to the Thames at Hampton. After storage 
for 15 days it was greatly improved in bacterial quality, and after efficient filtration the total 
bacterial improvement was represented by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 
98°77, No. 2 Essex well 99°19, and Middlesex well 99°1. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and East London Companies, and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health, possessed a high degree of organic purity and were of excellent 
quality for dietetic purposes; the East London water was, however, very slightly turbid. The 
Colne Valley Company’s supply was softened before delivery, and thus rendered suitable for 
washing. 
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Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Colne Valley, and Tottenham waters were 

clear and colourless, the East London deep-well water very slightly turbid and colourless, the 
the New River clear and nearly colourless, and, the remaining waters clear and very pale 
rellow. 
: The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, the gravel 
water used by the Southwark Campany, the Thames water after preliminary filtration as used 
at Kew Bridge by the Grand Junction Company, and the supplies of the various Companies 
collected on the 19th, 20th, 22nd, and 23rd of April, yielded the results contained in the following 
table :—

This table shows that the water pumped from the gravel and the Thames water submitted 
to preliminary filtration were, for raw waters, of excellent bacterial quality, whilst, with one 
exception, the waters delivered by the different Companies had resumed their usual degree of 
bacterial purity. . 

Dr. Hill, F.L.C., the Medicai Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied 
to that city was “ slightly turbid and greyish green in a two foot tube.” 

Dr. Mills, F.R.S., of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Technical College, reports that the 
water supplied to that city from Loch Katrine was “light brown in colour, and contained 
« 4 little suspended matter.”

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Meteorological Observations. 
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THIRTY-THREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in Turrty-raree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°6 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, alphae 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 2°2 in Bolton, and 2°3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Birkenhead and in Burnley, 1°3 in Leicester, 1°9 in 
Preston, 2°0 in Salford, and 2:2 in Gateshead ; and from diarrhea, 1°0 in Cardiff, 
and 1°4 in Preston. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever, or from 
“ fever”, reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 52 deaths from 
diphtheria included 41 in London, 3 in Leeds, 2 in West Ham, and 2 in Bir- 
mingham. One death from small-pox was registered in Liverpool, but not one in 
any other of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2496 srrTHs and 1389} pEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 111, and the deaths 239, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate

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per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°9, 16°6, and 16°6 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 16°5. During the four weeks ending on Saturday 
last the death-rate averaged 16°9 per 1000, being 2°5 per 1000 below the mean rate 
in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1389 deaths included 38 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 41 from 
diphtheria, 31 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 18 from diarrhea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, typhus, any ill-defined form of con- 
tinued fever, or cholera; thus, 149 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 64 
below the corrected average weekly number. 

No death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 4. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 26, 39, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 38, but were less than half the corrected average; the 38 fatal cases 
included 7 belonging to Poplar, 6 to St. George-in-the-East, 4 to Limehouse, and 4 
to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 
13, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were 13 last week, the corrected average 
being 14. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 29, and 38 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 41, exceeding the corrected average 
by 12; 8 cases belonged to Camberwell, and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 44, 36, and 35 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 31, and were 28 below the corrected average; 4 cases 
__belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
5, 5, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were again 8 last week, the corrected 
average being 9; of the 8 fatal cases, no less than 4 (including 3 from houses in 
Barnfield Road) belonged to Plumstead sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 18, 18, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 Jast weck, 
exceeding the corrected average by 3. . 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 341, 
290, and 247 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 240, and were 
89 below the corrected average. | 

The deaths attributed directly to ¢nfluenza numbered 23, having been 27, 34, 
and 22 in the preceding three weeks. 5 

Different}forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 16 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 59 were attributed to accident or negligence. Eleven of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to drowning, one to the administration 
of chloroform for surgical purposes, and 13 (including 12 of infants under one year 

of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of InFEcTIOUS SICKNESS in HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 27 cases of small-pox, 1444 . 
of scarlet fever, 486 of diphtheria, and 91 of entericjfever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 4 cases, 
against 12,8, and 6; of scarlet fever, 185 cases, against 132, 107, and 179 ; of 
diphtheria, 87 cases, against 69, 79, and 73; and of enteric fever, 42 cases, against 
6, 15, and 13. 

GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3350 births and 1771 deaths were registered, corresponding 
_to annual rates of 28:9 and 15°38 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 10 deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 7 from whooping-cough 

were registered. Seven deaths from measles and 3 from diphtheria occurred in 
West Ham district. 

| METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°81 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 55°°9, the latter being 3°-1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was North-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 32 per cent.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last’ week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Manchester, 1*2 in Plymouth, 1°3 in 
Cardiff, 1:5 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 2°3 in West Ham, and 4°8 in Bolton; from 
whooping-cough, 1:0 in Norwich, 1:1 in Liverpool and in Sunderland, 1°3 in 
Bolton, 1:5 in Salford, and 1°8 in Plymouth; and from dearrhea, 1:0 in Burnley. 
In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from“ fever” reach 1:6 per 
1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 65 deaths from diphtheria included 
37 in London, 5 in West Ham, 4 in Wolverhampton, 3 in Liverpool, and 3 in 
Birmingham. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three 
towns. A death from hydrophobia was registered in Leeds.

The highest annual death-rates- per 1000 living, as measured. by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°0 in West Ham, 2°3 in Plymouth, and 3°5 in 
Bolton ; from whooping-cough, 1*1 in Gateshead; and from “ fever”, 1:0 in 
Burnley. The death-rate from scarlet fever and from diarrhea did not reach 1°0 
per 1000 in.any of the thirty-three towns. The 51 deaths from diphtheria included 
33 in London, 4in Birmingham, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Wolverhampton, One 
death from small-pox was registered in Bolton and one in Oldham, but not one in 


London or in any other of the thirty-three towns.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER. SUPPLY DURING..May,. 1895.

_I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied tothe inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of May. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the-raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (b) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 

filter beds of each Company,.and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

. I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. Thesé analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.. ew raw, 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity ina .given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years. ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was!—Kent 0°5, New River and Tottenham 1+2, East 
London (deep-well) 1°6, Colne Valley “1-7; Lambeth and East London (river supply) 2°3, 
_ Grand Junction 2°4, Southwark 2°5; West’ Middleséx 2°7, and Chelsea 2°8. » The unfiltered 

river waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4:4, New River Cut 
2-3, and the Lea at Angel Road 4°2. sie TOS | 

The ‘Thames at Hampton was, on May 15th; turbid and pale’ yellow in: colour.’ It was of good 
chemical’ and bacterial; quality: As delivered by the five‘Companies drawing from this river, it 
“was' in ‘every: case’ efficiently filtevéd and much-improved in ‘chemical quality... The bacterial 
improvement effected by the various Companies ~ is “éxpressed“by the following . per-centage 
numbers :—Chelsea 97°75, West Middlesex 99°25, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°44, (No. 8 
filter well) 97:56, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 97°74, (general: well at Kew 
Bridge) 90°79, (South well at Kew Bridge) 99°25, and Lambeth 98:68. . 

The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs was, on May 17th, 
turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent chemical, but inferior bacterial quality. 
By passing through the storage reservoirs it was greatly improved in bacterial quality, and after 


Yao? s 
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efficient filtration was delivered in a clear and nearly colouriess condition, ranking, as regards 
chemical quality, with the deep-well waters. Bacterially it was improved before delivery to the 
extent represented by the following percentage numbers :—General filter well 99°16, No. 6 filter 
well 98°93, and No. 9 filter well 98°86. The water taken from the Lea at Angel Road by the 
Kast London Company was, on May 17th, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was both 
chemically and bacterially of inferior quality, containing more than four times as many bacteria 
per c.c. as the Thames at Hampton two days earlier.. After storage for 15 days it was enormously 
improved in bacterial quality, and, after efficient filtration the total bacterial improvement was 
represented by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 98°73, No. 2 Essex. well 
99°28, and Middlesex well 99°03. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies, and of the Tottenham Local 
Board of Health were clear and colourless, whilst that of the Hast London Company was very 
slightly turbid and colourless. In all other respects these waters were of excellent quality for 
dietic purposes, and the Colne Valley Company’s supply being softened before delivery, was 
rendered suitable for washing. : 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Colne Valley, and Tottenham waters were. 
clear and colourless, the Kast London deep-well water was very slightly turbid and colourless, the 
New River clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, the gravel 
water used by the Southwark Company, the Thames water after preliminary filtration as used 
at their Kew Bridge Works by the Grand Junction Company, and the supplies of the various 
Companies collected on the 15th, 16th, 17th, 18th, and 25th of May, yielded the results contained 
in the following table :—

This table shows that the water pumped from the gravel and the Thames water submitted 
to preliminary filtcation were, for raw waters, of excellent bacterial quality, whilst, with one 
or two exceptions, the waters delivered by the different Companies possessed a satisfactory 
degree of bacterial purity. | 

Dr. Hill, F.1.C., the Medicai Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied 
to that city was “very turbid and greenish grey in a two foot tube, the organic elements were 
‘« much higher than they have been for a long time past. ‘The water contained a small sediment 
“ consisting principally of vegetable flocculi and a few minute animal organisms. The conditiun 
“ of the water indicated imperfect filtration.” - 

Dr. Mills, F.R.S., of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Technical College, reports that the 
water supplied to that city from Loch Katrine was “ light brown in colour, and contained 
“ a little suspended matter.”

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1:0 in Cardiff, 1-1 in Liverpool, 1°3 in Bolton, 
1°5 in Manchester, 2‘3 in Plymouth, and 2°9 in West Ham; from whooping-cough, 
1:0 in Birkenhead and in Huddersfield; from “ fever”, 1:0 in Norwich; and 
from diarrhea, 1:0 in Birkenhead and in Salford, and 1°2 in Plymouth and in 
Blackburn. The death-rate from scarle¢ fever did not reach 1:0 per 1000 in any 
of the thirty-three towns. The 73 deaths from diphtheria included 45 in London, 
6 in Liverpool, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in West Ham, 3 in Manchester, and 3 in Hull. 
Three deaths from small-pox were registered in Derby, one in London, and one in 
Oldham, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon 2678 nirras and 1213 pratus were registered. Allowing for

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death-rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 16°3, 15°5, and 14°8 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fel last week to 14°4. During the four wecks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°3 per 1000, being 2°8 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1213 deaths included one from small-pox, 71 from measles, 12 from scarlet 
fever, 45 from diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 21 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, any ill-defined form of 
continued fever, or cholera; thus, 175 deaths were referred to these diseases, being 
37 below the corrected average weekly number. . 

One death from smaill-pox was registered, the corrected average being 3; this fatal 
case belonged to Hammersmith sanitary area. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 32, 50, and 36 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 71, and 
were within one of the corrected average; 14 belonged to Poplar, 8 to St, Luke, 
7 to St. George-in-the-Hast, and 5 to Whitechapel sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 10, 17, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, declined 
to 12 last week, and were 6 below the corrected average; 2 belonged to Hackney, 
2, to Bethnal Green, 2 to Mile End Old Town, and 2 to St. George Southwark 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 37, 41, and 33 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again to 45 last week, and were 15 above the 
corrected average; 5 belonged to Fulham, 5 to Lambeth, 4 to Poplar, 4 to Cam- 
berwell, and 3 to Rotherhithe sanitary areas. The deaths from ewhooping-cough, 
which had been 39, 30, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, further fell to 20 last 
week, and were less than half the corrected average. The deaths from enteric fever, 
which had been 9, 5, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, declined again to 5 last 
week, the corrected average being 10. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
14, 16, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 21 last week, but were 
10 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 245, 
193, and 163 in the preceding three weeks, further declined last week to 152, and 
were 88 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 5, having been 10, 15, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks. . | 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and one was a 
ease of homicide, while the remaining 438 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 13 to drowning, 4 to poison, 
and 5 (including 4 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. ~ 


Cases of Inrecrious SicKNESss in HospiTats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 19 cases of small-pox, 1637 
of scarlet fever, 562 of diphtheria, and 147 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 2 cases, 
against 7, 1, and 5; of scarlet fever, 199 cases, against 214, 187, and 179; of 
diphtheria, 107 cases, against 79, 88, and 86; and of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 
50, 20, and 18. |

In Greater London 3742 births and 1580 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 32:3 and 13‘6 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 21 deaths from measles, 17 from diphtheria, and 7 from diarrhcea were 
registered. Seventeen deaths from measles and 9 from diphtheria occurred in West 
Ham district ; 4 deaths from measles and 4 from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton 
district. )

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich,was 29°88 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 58°°7, the latter being 0°:1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement. of the air being 19 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine im 
the week was 33'7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:1 in Liverpool, 1°3 in Cardiff, 1:4 in Man- 
chester, 2:1 in West Ham, and 2°3 in Plymouth ; from whooping-cough, 2°2 in 
Gateshead; and from diarrhea, 1°1 in Leicester, 1°4 in Bradford, 1:7 in 
Cardiff, and 2°3 in Preston. dn no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or 
from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 67 deaths 
from diphtheria included 37 in London, 5 in Liverpool, 4 in Wolverhampton, 4 in 
Birmingham, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Birkenhead. One death from small-pox 
was registered in Liverpool, and one in Oldham, but not.one in any other of the 
thirty-three towns.

death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which ‘had been 15°5, 14°8, and 14°4 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15°1. During the four weeks ending 
on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°0 per 1000, being 2°6 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1276 deaths included 71 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 37 from 
diphtheria, 18 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, one from an ill-defined 
form of continued fever, 46 from diarrhoea and. dysentery, 2 from choleraic 
diarrhoea, and not one death from small-pox or from typhus; thus, 190 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 36 below the corrected average weekly 
number. ; 

No death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 3. The 
deaths from measles, which had been“50, 36, and 71 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 71 last week, exceeding the corrected average by 3; 11 cases belonged 
to St. Luke, 10 to Poplar, 8 to Islington, 7 to Mile End Old Town, and 6 to White- 
chapel: sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 17, 17, and 
12 in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, the corrected average being 17. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 41, 33, and 45 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 37, but exceeded the corrected average by 6; 
4 cases belonged to Mile End Old Town, and 3 each to Fulham, Shoreditch, Ber- 
mondsey, Battersea, and Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 30, 22, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
last week to 18, the corrected average being 45. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 5, 8, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the 
corrected average being 9; 2 cases belonged to Plumstead sanitary area. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 16, 19, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, rose

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 198, - 
163, and 152 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 186, but were 31 below 
the corrected average.

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and one of 
execution, while the remaining 32 were attributed to accident or negligence, Five 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to drowning, and 6 (of infants 
under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casus of InFecTious SICKNESS in Hospitats.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 22 cases of small-pox, 1732 
of scarlet fever, 593 of diphtheria, and 142 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of small-pox, 8 cases, 
against 1, 5,'and 2 ; of scarlet fever, 251 cases, against 187, 179, and 199; of 
diphtheria, 128 cases, against 88, 86, and 107; and of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 
20, 18, and 12. . 

GREATER LONDON. 


Tn Greater London 3497 births and 1620 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 80°1 and 14*0 per 1000 of the estimated population, In the 
Outer Ring 19 deaths from measles and 15 from diphtheria were registered. Hight 
deaths from measles occurred in Canning Town sub-district, and 7 from diphtheria 
in Leyton sub-district. |

The deaths registered last week in Tarrry-Traree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°7 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in London, 1:3 in Bolton and in Manchester, 
1°5 in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 1°7 in Cardiff, 1-8 in Plymouth, and 2°9 in West 
Ham ; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Burnley; from “ fever”, 1°0 in Huddersfield ; and 
from diarrhea, 1:0 in Cardiff, 1:1 in London, 1°4 in Croydon and in Preston, 
2°3 in Salford, and 3:0 in Leicester. The death-rate from whooping-cough did not 
reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 55 deaths from diphtheria 
included 38 in London, 3 in Liverpool, 2 in West Ham, 2 in Portsmouth, and 2 in 
Birmingham. One death from small-pox was registered in London, but not one 
in any other of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON, 

In Lonpon 2488 pirtrHs and 1429¢ peatus were registered. Allowing for 

increase of population, the births were 113, and the deaths 13, below the average 


numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate - 





* By “estimated ” population is merely meant the number of persons who would be living if the mean rate 
of increase between 1881 and 1891 had been maintained since the latter date, : 

+ Including deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitats, and Lunatic Asylums situated 
outside Registration London, but excluding deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the 
Highgate Small-pox Hospital, in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at 
Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within Registration London. As far as 
practicable, the deaths thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, 
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per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14°8, 14°4, and 15°1 in tlfe preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 16°9. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°3 per 1000, being 2°1 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1429 deaths included one from small-pox, 84 from measles, 18 from scarlet 
fever, 38 from diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 92 from 
diarrhea and dysentery, 8 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one 
death from typhus or any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 272 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 386 above the corrected average weekly 
number. : 

One death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 4; the 
fatal case belonged to St. Giles sanitary area. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 86, 71, and 71 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 84, exceeding the 
corrected average by 21; 10 cases belonged to Islington, 8 to St. George-in-the-Kast, 
7 to Shoreditch, 7 to Mile End Old Town, 7 to Poplar, 6 to Hackney, 6 to Bethnal 
Green, and 6 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 17, 12, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 18, the 
corrected average being 16; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, 2 to Pancras, 2 to 
Clerkenwell, and 2 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 33, 45, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, were 38 last week, exceeding 
the corrected average by 8; 4 cases belonged to Bethnal Green, 4 to Poplar, and 
3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
22, 20, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 29, but were 
16 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to St. George Southwark sanitary 
area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 5, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 7 last week, the corrected average being 9. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 19, 21, and 46 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 92, exceeding the corrected average by 27. : 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 163, 
152, and 186 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 160, and were 45 
below the corrected average. | 

The deaths attributed directly to imfluenza numbered 12, having been 4, 5, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 64 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 64 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
55 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Ten of these were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 11 to drowning, and 7 (including 6 of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Cases of InrectTious SICKNESS in HOSPITALs.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals — 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 34 cases of small-pox, 1894 
of scarlet fever, 633 of diphtheria, and 147 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 25 cases, 
against 5,2, and 8; of scarlet fever, 319 cases, against 179, 199, and 251 ; of 
diphtheria, 115 cases, against 86, 107, and 128; and of enteric fever, 21 cases, against 
13, 12, and 10. 

GREATER LONDON. 


Tn Greater London 3843 births and 1821 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°8 and 15°7 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 22 deaths from measles and 16 from diphtheria were recorded. 
Nineteen deaths from measles and 9 from diphtheria occurred in West Ham 
district, and 4 deaths from diphtheria in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°95 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 65°°8, the latter being 4°-6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. | 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 19 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75, ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was,37°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°02 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from measles, 1-0 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 1°2 in Plymouth, 1°5 
in Manchester, 1°6 in Blackburn, and 2°9 in West Ham ; from whooping-cough, 
1-0 in Norwich, in Derby, and in Burnley, 1*1 in Sunderland, 1°2 in Plymouth, 
and 1°3 in Bolton; and from diarrhea, 2°0 in London, 2°3 in Cardiff and in 
Salford, 3-4 in Leeds, 4°3 in Wolverhampton, and 5-1 in Leicester. In no case 
did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns. The 71 deaths from diphtheria included 53 in London, 4 in ~

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SuPPLY DURING JUNE, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
Sir, 8rd July, 1895. 
I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
_bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of June. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, T have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the resuits obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. : 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0°5, New River 1:1, Tottenham 1°2, East 
London (deep-well) 1:5, East London (river supply) 1°6, Chelsea and Grand Junction 1°9, 
West Middlesex and Southwark 2:0, Colne Valley 2°1, and Lambeth 2°2. The unfiltered 
river waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 3°7, New River Cut 
2:2, and the Lea at Angel Road 3°6. : 

‘he Thames -at Hampton was, on June Ist, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of 
excellent chemical, put only of mediocre bacterial, purity. As delivered by the five Companies 
drawing from this river, it was in every case efficiently filtered and of excellent chemical quality 
for dietetic purposes. ‘The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed 
by the following per-centage numbers :—Chelsea 99°75, West Middlesex 99°62, Southwark 
(No. 4 well) 98°6, (No. 8 well) 96°31, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 97°58, 
(general well at Kew Bridge) 96°56, (South filter well) 99°75, and Lambeth 99°36. 

The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs was, on June 6th, 
turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excellent chemical, but inferior bacterial, quality. 
By passing through the storage reservoirs it was greatly improved in bacterial quality, and, after 
efficient filtration, was delivered in a clear and nearly colouriess condition. Bacterially it was 
improved before delivery to the extent represented by the following percentage numbers :— 
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General filter well 99°58, No. 1 filter well 99°79, and No. 7 filter well 97°71. Both chemically 
and bacterially it was of excellent quality for dietetic purposes, ranking in this respect with the 
deep-well waters. The water taken from the Lea by the Kast London Company at Angel Road 
on June 5th, was, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of almost exactly the same chemical 
quality as the Thames at Hampion four days previously, but bacterially of greatly inferior quality. 
After storage for 15 days it was enormously improved in bacterial quality, and, after efficient 
filtration the total bacterial improvement was represented by the following percentage numbers : 
—No. | Essex well 99°57, No. 2 Essex well 99°86, and Middlesex well 99°04, 

The deep-weil waters of the Kent and Kast London Companies and of the Tottenham Local 
Board of Health were of excellent quality for dietetic purposes, except that the Tottenham and 
Kast London waters were very slightly turbid. The Colne Valley Company’s water was clear 
and colourless, but contained, for deep-well water, rather an excessive quantity of organie matter 
of vegetable origin; the water was softened before delivery, and thus rendered suitable for 
washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valiey waters were clear and 
colourless, the Tottenham and East London (deep-well) waters very slightly turbid and colourless, 
the New River and East London (river supply) clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining 
waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, the gravel 
water used by the Southwark Company, the Thames water after storage for 14°7 days and six 
days by the Chelsea and Lambeth Companies respectively, and the supplies of the various Com- 
panies collected on the Ist, 4th, 5th, and 6th of June, yielded the results contained in the following

This table shows that the water pumped from the gravel, and the Thames and Lea waters 
after storage, were of excellent bacterial quality, whilst, with two exceptions, the waters delivered 
by the different Companies possessed a very satisfactory degree of bacterial purity. 

Dr. Hill, F.1.C., Medicai Officer of Health for Birmingham, reports that the water supplied to 
that city was “ clear and pale green in a two-fovt tube.” ’ 

Dr. Mills, F.R.S., of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Technical College, reports that the 
water supplied to that city from Loch Katrine was “yellow brown in colour, and contained a 
“ little suspended matter.”

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1-5 in Manchester, and 2°5 in West Ham; from 
whooping-cough, 1°5 in Birkenhead and in Oldham, and 2°1 in Burnley ; from 
“fever”, 1°1 in Sunderland; and from diarrhea, 2°1 in Burnley, 2°2 in Bolton 
and in Hull, 2°3 in Nottingham, 2-4 in Liverpool, 2°7 in West Ham, 2°8 in Bir- 
mingham, 2°9 in Norwich, 3-2 in London, 3°5 in Sheffield, 4°3 in Wolverhampton, 
4°6 in Bradford, 4°8 in Salford, 5°3 in Leeds, 6°5 in Preston, and 7°5 in 
Leicester. The death-rate from scarlet fever did not reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of 
the thirty-three towns, The 72 deaths from diphtheria included 50 in London, 5 in 
West Ham, and 4 in Liverpool. One death from small-pox was registered in 
London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 

Lonpon. 

In Lonpon 2586 srgrus and 1768{ peatus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 44 below, and the deaths 122 above, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15:1, 16°9, and 18°O in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21:0. During the four weeks

below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1768 deaths included one from small-pox, 75 from measles, 20 from scarlet 
fever, 50 from diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 270 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 4 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, aud not one 
death from typhus or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 450 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 69 above the corrected average weekly 
number. 

One death from small-pox were registered, the corrected average being 2; the 
death last week was of a person who had been removed to the Hospital Ship 
‘¢ Castalia” from the Workhouse, Constance Road, Camberwell. The deaths from. 
measles, which had been 71, 84, and 73 in the preceding three weeks, were 75 last 
week, exceeding the corrected average by 15; 10 cases belonged to St. Luke, 7 to 
Poplar, 6 to Islington, 6 to St. George-in-the-Hast, and 6 to Lambeth sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 11, 18, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 20, the corrected average being 18 ; 2 cases belonged 
to Hackney, 2 to Shoreditch, 2 to Poplar, and 2 to Greenwich sanitary areas. ‘The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 37, 38, and 53 in the preceding three: 
weeks, fell again last week to 50, but were 20 in excess of the corrected average ; 
6 cases belonged to Fulham, 6 to Camberwell, 4 to Mile End Old Town, 4 to 
Poplar, and 4 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 18, 29, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 19, and were 31 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Lambeth 
sanitary area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 4, 7, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 11, a higher number than that in any week 
since February last, and exceeding the corrected average by one. ‘The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 46, 92, and 169 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose Jast week to 270, exceeding the corrected average by 70, In addition to the 
270 deaths directly referred to diarrhoa, 44 of the registered deaths were described 
as from gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 71 cases of enteritis 
shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 186, 
160, and 160 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 187, but were 
5 below the corrected average. + | 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 7, having been 4, 12, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 74 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 74 deaths, 16 were cases of suicide, and 3 of homicide, 
while the remaining 55 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to drowning, and il (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

Cases of Inrectious SickNESs in Hospirats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 72 cases of small-pox, 2241 
of scarlet fever, 637 of diphtheria, and 143 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 2). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 36 cases, 
against 8, 25, and 17; of scarlet fever, 342 cases, against 251, 319, and 311; of 


diphtheria, 132 cases, against 128, 115, and 99; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 
10, 21, and 17. 


GREATER LONDON. : 
In Greater London 3558 births and 2229 deaths were registered, correspondin 
to annual rates of 307 and 19-2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 17 deaths from measles, 22 from diphtheria, and 57 from diarrhoea 
were recorded. Feurteen deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district; 
9 deaths from diphtheria in West Ham district, 3 in Kingston district, 3 in 
Edmonton district, and 3 in Willesden sub-district ; and 20 deaths from diarrhea 
in West Ham district, and 14 in Edmonton district. ) -

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°78 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 65°°6, the latter being 3°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 25 per cent. 


above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 59°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°13 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:2 in Plymouth, 1°4 in Manchester, 1°5 in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 2°9 in West Ham ; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Birkenhead, 
1:1 in Gateshead, and 1°7 in Liverpool; and from diarrhea, 3°0 in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, 3°5 in Birmingham, 3°9 in Birkenhead, 4:2 in Derby, 4°4 in London, 
in Nottingham, and in West Ham, 4°9 in Wolverhampton, 5°3 in Sheffield and in 
Sunderland, 5°4 in Liverpool, 5:7 in Bolton, 5°8 in Bradford, 6:0 in Salford, 
7°3 in Leicester, 7°5 in Leeds, and 7°9 in Preston. In no case did the death-rate 
from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 
towns. The 67 deaths from diphtheria included 39 in London, 5 in West Ham, 
5 in Birmingham, and 3 in Cardiff. No death from small-pox was registered in 
any of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. — 

In Lonpon 2557 srerus and 1996+ praTus were registered. Allowing for 

increase of population, the births were 85 below, and the deaths 309 above, the

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average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 16°9, 18:0, and 21°O in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23°7. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°9 per 1000, being 1°1 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1996 deaths included 82 from measles, 23 from scarlet fever, 39 from diph- 
theria, 28 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, one from an ill-defined form 
of continued fever, 373 from diarrhoea and dysentery, 12 from cholera and choleraic 
diarrhcea, and not one death from small-pox or from typhus; thus, 563 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 145 above the corrected average weekly number. 

No death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 2. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 84, 73, and 75 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 82, exceeding the corrected average by 26 ; 10 cases belonged 
to Poplar, 8 to St. Luke, 7 to Islington, and 7 to Limehouse sanitary areas. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 18, 12, and 20 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 23, exceeding the corrected average by 4; 4 cases 
belonged to Islington sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
38, 53, and 50 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 39, but were 
10 in excess of the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Camberwell, 4to Lam- 
beth, 4 to Bethnal Green, and 4 to St. Pancras sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 29, 25, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 28, but were 20 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged 
to Lambeth and 4 to Newington sanitary areas. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 7, 5, and 11 in the ‘preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
5, the corrected average being 7; 3 of the 5 cases belonged to Shoreditch sanitary 
area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been’ 92, 169, and 270 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose Jast week to 373, exceeding the corrected average by 125. 
Tn addition to the 373 deaths directly referred to diarrhoea, 78 of the registered 
deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 
114 cases of enteritis shown in ‘Table 4, 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 160, 
160, and 187 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 193, and were 
14 above the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to cnfluenza numbered 4, having been 12, 6, 
and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 71' deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 71 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 4 of homicide, 
while the remaining 57 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning, and 5 (of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

Cases of Inrecrious Sickness in Hosprtats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 89 cases of small-pox, 2267 
of scarlet fever, 638 of diphtheria, and 123 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 23 cases, 
against 25, 17, and 38; of scarlet fever, 220 cases, against 319, 311, and 342 ; of 
diphtheria, 93 cases, against 115, 99, and 132; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 
21, 17, and 14. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3440 births and 2478 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°7 and 21:4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 22 deaths from measles, 20 from diphtheria, and 98 from diarrhea 
were registered. Eight deaths from measles occurred in Plaistow sub-district, 3 in 
Stratford sub-district, and 3 in Chiswick sub-district; 9 deaths from diphtheria 
occurred in West Ham district; 89 deaths from diarrhea occurred in West Ham 
district, and 24 in Edmonton district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading cf the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°63 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 62°°8, the latter being 0°2 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 33 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from meas/es, 1:0 in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 1*1 in London, 1*2 in 
Plymouth, in Blackburn, and in Liverpool, i-3 in Manchester, and 4°0 in West 
Ham; from scarlet fever 1:0 in Salford; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Cardiff; 
from “fever” 1°0 in Burnley; and from diarrhea, 4°5 in Sunderland, 4°7 in 
London and in Derby, 4:8 in Salford, 4°9 in Birkenhead, 5°1 in Nottingham, 5°2 
in Birmingham, 5°6 in West Ham, 6:0 in Hull, 6:1 in Liverpool and in Leeds, 
6:4 in Bradford,6:8 in Norwich, 7°3 in Sheffield, and 10°2 in Leicester and in 
Preston-’ The 77 deaths from diphtheria included 48 in London, 4 in West Ham, 
and 4 in Wolverhampton. One death from small-pow was registered in London, 
and 2 in Oldham, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2575. prrtas and 1940} pratus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 68 below, and the deaths -247 above, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual

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preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 23:0. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged Z21°4 per 1000, being 1°9 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1940 deaths included one from small-pox, 94 from measles, 14 from scarlet 
fever, 48 from diphtheria, 22 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 397 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, 15 from cholera and_ choleraic diarrhea, and not one death 
from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 600 deaths were 
referred to these diseases, being 165 above the corrected average weekly number. 

One death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 2; the 
fatal case belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. ‘The deaths from measles, which had 
been 73, 75, and 82 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 94, 
exceeding the corrected average by 40; 11 belonged to St. Luke, 11 to Poplar, 
10 to St. George-in-the-Hast, 7 to Hackney, and 7 to Limehouse sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 12, 20, and 23 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 14, and were 6 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 53, 50, and 39 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 48, exceeding the corrected average by 14; 7 
belonged to Camberwell, 6 to Greenwich, 4to Lambeth, and 4 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 25, 19, and 28 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 22, and were less than half the 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 5, 11, and 
5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 9, the corrected average 
being 10; 2 belonged to Paddington and 2 to Plumstead sanitary areas. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 169, 270, and 373 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 397, and exceeded the corrected average by 137. 
In addition to the 397 deaths directly referred to diarrhoea, 73 of the registered 
deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 
117 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 160, 
187, and 193 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 185, but were 
8 above the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 2, having been 5, 7, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 69 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 69 deaths, 14 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. Nine of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning, 10 (including 9 of infants 
under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and 4 to the effects of anesthetics. 

Casxs of Inrrotious SICKNESS in HospirTats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 193 cases of small-pox, 2347 
of scarlet fever, 681 of diphtheria, and 121 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3), ‘The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 114 cases, 
against 17, 38, and 23; of scarlet fever, 249 cases, against 311, 342, and 220; of 
diphtheria, 112 cases, against 99, 132, and 93; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 
17, 14, and 14. 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3515 births and 2570 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 80°3 and 22°2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 26 deaths from measles, 15 from diphtheria, and 130 from diarrhcea 
were registered. ‘Twenty deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 44 from 
diarrhoea occurred in West Ham district. Of the remaining deaths from diarrhea, 
28 occurred in Edmonton district, 15 in Brentford district, 18 in Wiliesden snb- 
district, 9 in Barking 'Town sub-district, and 8 in Croydon sub-district, ° 

METEOROLOGY. | - 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°60 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 62°°6, the latter being equal to the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90.

During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22°3 per 1000, being 2°8 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1806 deaths included one from small-pox, 67 from measles, 24 from scarlet 
fever, 57 from diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 12 from enteric fever, one from 
an ill-defined form of continued fever, 373 from diarrhoea and dysentery, 9 from 
cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death from typhus; thus, 561 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 156 above the corrected average weekly number. | 

One death from small-poxw was registered, the corrected average being also one ; 
the fatal case belonged to Strand sanitary area. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 75, 82, and 94 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 67, but 
exceeded the corrected average by 20; 10 cases belonged to St. Luke, 7 to St. Pancras, 
6 to Islington, and 6 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet 
jever, which had been 20, 23, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 24, the corrected average being 22. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 50, 39, and 48 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 57, 
exceeding the corrected average by 23; 6 cases belonged to Camberwell, 5 to 
Bethnal Green, 5 to Greenwich, 4 to Kensington, 4 to Chelsea, and 4 to Islington 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 28, and 22 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 17, being 24 below the 
corrected. average ; five cases belonged to Lambeth and 3 to Shorediteh sanitary 
areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 11, 5, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 12, the corrected average being 11. 
The déaths from diarrhea, which had been 270, 373, and 397 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 373, but exceeded the corrected average by 133. 
In addition to the 373 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 74 of the registered 
deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 
102 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 187, 
193, and 155 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 171, and were 
13 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 7, 4, 
and 2 in the preceding three weeks. 


The death of a brushmaker, aged 32, at Guy’s Hospital, was certified after 
inquest as due to anthrax. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 13 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
45 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were referred to 


vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


Cases of Inrectious Sickness in Hospirats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 237 cases of small-pox, 2423 
of scarlet fever, 686 of diphtheria, and 108 of enteric fever under treatment in these — 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 60 cases, 
against 36, 238, and 115; of scarlet fever, 247 cases, against 352, 220, and 249 ; of 
- diphtheria, 81 cases, against 1382, 93, and 115; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3575 births and 2361 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°8 and 20°4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 29 deaths from measles, 11 from diphtheria, and 135 from diarrhea 
were registered. Seventeen deaths from measles, 5 from diphtheria, and 48 from 


diarrhoea occurred in West Ham district; 5 deaths from measles and 32 from 
diarrhoea occurred in Edmonton district.

The deaths registered last week in Tarrty-THree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°8 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, alpha-

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week's 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1*2in Manchester, 2°1 in West Ham, and 2°9 
in Blackburn; from whooping-cough, 1°1 in Oldham; and from diarrhea, 3°0 in 
Portsmouth, in Manchester, and in Sunderland, 3°6 in Derby, 3°7 in Blackburn, 
3:8 in West Ham, 3°9 in Birmingham, 4°0 in Salford, 4°4 in Brighton, 4°5 in 
Leeds, 4:7 in Cardiff, 4°8in Nottingham, 5°i in Bradford, 6°1 in Liverpool, 6°3 
in Hull, 6:7 in Sheffield, 7°0 in Leicester, 7°4 in Bolton, 9°7 in Wolverhampton 
and in Norwich, and 12°5 in Preston. In no case did the death-rate from scarlet 
fever or from “fever” reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 
76 deaths from diphtheria included 55 in London, 4 in West Ham, and 3 in 
Liverpool.. Three deaths from smadl-pox were registered in London, 2 in Oldham, 
and one in Liverpool, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns.

In Lonvon 2340 srrrus and 1601+ prEatHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 273, and the deaths 26, below the average

During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 21°8 per 1000, being 1°9 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1G01 deaths included 3 from small-pox, 70 from measles, 15 from scarlet 
fever, 55 from diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, 224 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 5 from cholera and choleraic diarrhoea, and not one death 
from typhus or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 401 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 37 above the corrected average weekly number. 

Three deaths from small-pox were registered, the corrected average being 2°5 ; 
2 cases belonged to Whitechapel and one to Shoreditch sanitary areas. | Two 
deaths were referred to varicella. The deaths from measles, which had been 82, 94, 
and 67 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 70, exceeding the 
corrected average by 25 ; 9 cases belonged to St, Luke, 6 to Poplar, 5 to Limehouse, 
and 5 to Mile End Old Town sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 23, 14, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 15, the 
corrected: average being 17; 3 cases belonged to Chelsea sanitary area. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 39, 48, and 57 in the preceding three weeks, were 5a: 
last week, exceeding the corrected, average by 23; 7 cases, belonged to Poplar, 
5 1o Pancras, 5 to Greenwich, 4 to Mile End Old Town, and-4 to Islington 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 22, and 17 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last. week to 20, but were 16 below the 
corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 5, 9, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 9, the corrected average being 12. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 373, 397, and 373 in the preceding three weeks, further fell Jast week 
to 224, but exceeded the corrected average by 11. In addition to the 224 deaths 
directly referred to diarrhea, 49 of the registered deaths were described as due to 
gastro-enteritis, aud these are included among the 70 cases of enteritis shown in 
Table 4. .

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 4, 2, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning, and 9 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed, |

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 273 cases. of small-pox, 2511 
of scarlet fever, 689 of diphtheria, and 106 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with ‘those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 54 cases, 
against 23, 115, and 60; of scarlet fever, 281 cases, against 220, 249, and 247 3 of 
diphtheria, 82 cases, against 93,115, and 81; and of enteric fever, 16 cases, against 
14, 15, and 14. . 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 8211 births and 2077 deaths were registered, correspording 
to annual rates of 27°7 and 17-9 per 1000 of the estimated population, In the 
Outer Ring 38 deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 107 from diarrha 
were registered.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WatTER SUPPLY DURING JUNE, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
. . , | 19th July, 1895. : 
I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of July. . 
_ At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. 198 hehe ghie 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0:6, New River and East London (deep- 
well) 1:1, Tottenham 1°2, Colne Valley 1:4, East London (river supply) 1°6, Southwark 1°8, 
Chelsea, West Middlesex, and Lambeth 1°9, and Grand J unction 2°0. The unfiltered river waters 
contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4°0, New River Cut 2°1, and the Lea 
at Angel Road 3°2. , 

The Thames at Hampton was, on July lst, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of 
excellent chemical and good bacterial quality. As delivered by the five Compauies drawing from 
this river, it was in every vase efficiently filtered and of excellent chemical and (with one exception) 
pacterial quality for dietetic purposes. The bacterial improvement effected by the various Com- 
panies is expressed by the following per-centage numbers :—Chelsea 93°94, West Middlesex 97°88, 
Southwark (No. 4 well) 99°7, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 76°37, (general 
filter well at Kew Bridge and South filter well) 96°67, and Lambeth 97°88. | 

The New River Cut before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs was, on July 3rd, 
turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was of excelleat chemical, and good bacterial quality. 
By passing through the storage reservoirs it was greatly improved bacterially, and, after efficient 
filtration, was of excellent chemical and bacterial quality for dietetic purposes. Bacterially it was 
improved before delivery to the extent represented by the following percentage numbers :— 
General filter well and No.1 filter well 99°35, and.No. 7 filter well 95°16. The water taken 
from the Lea by the East London Company at Angel Road on July 3rd, was turbid and pale 
yellow in colour. It was of excellent chemical but inferior bacterial quality and did not exhibit 
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much improvement, bacterially, after storage for 15 days. After efficient filtration, it was of 
excellent chemical and bacterial quality for dietetic purposes, the total bacterial improvement 
being represented by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well and No, 11 filter bed 
99°24, No. 2 Essex well 99°43, and No. 12 filter bed 99°62. ' 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and Kast London Companies and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health were of excellent quality fer dietetic purposes and the Colne 
Valley Company’s water being softened before delivery was thus rendered suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Colne Valley, Tottenham, and Fast London 
(deep-well) waters were clear and colourless, the New River and Kast London (river supply) 
clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, the Thames 
water after preliminary filtration used by the Grand Junction Company, and the supplies of the 
various Companies collected on the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th of July, yielded the results contained in 
the following table :—

The Table is to be read thus:—the Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 4th of July 
at the cab rank, Victoria-street, had a temperature of 18°°6 C.; 100,000 lbs, of it contained 
24°80 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained -095 ib. of carbon and ‘016 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and ‘134 lb. of nitrogen in the form of. nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘150 lb. The above weight of water 
also contained 1°7 Ib. of chlorime and 17:1 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial pallon by 
maltiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

: THIRTY-FOREE GREAT TOWNS. 

The deaths registered last week in Tarrry-raree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°1 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year. 
The deaths registered in each of the last four weeks in the several towns, alpha- 
betically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1000 :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1-O0in Manchester and in Salford, 1°6 in Swansea, 
2°5 in West Ham, and 3°7 in Blackburn ; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Liverpool, 
and 1°5 in Salford; and from diarrhwa, 3°0 in Cardiff, 3:1 in Birmingham,; 3°4 
in Sunderland, 3°9 in Manchester and in Liverpool, 4:2 in Burnley, 4°5 in Leeds, 
4-8 in Leicester, in Nottingham, in Salfurd, and in Bradford, 4°9 in Norwich, 5°5 
in Wolyerhampton, 6:4 in Sheffield, 7-0 in Bolton, 8°7 in Hull, and 10-2 in Preston, 
In no case did the death-rate from scarlet fever or from “ fever” reach 1*0 per 
1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 82 deaths from diphtheria included 
50 in London, 5 in West Ham, and 3 in Birmingham. Two deaths ‘from small-pox 
were registered in Oldham and one in London, but not one in any other of the 
thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 

In Lonpon 2646 pirrus and 1459+ peaTus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 36, and the deaths 146, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. \ The annual death-

preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 17°3. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20°2 per 1000, being 0°8 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1459 deaths included one from small-pox, 62 from measles, 21 from scarlet 
fever, 50 from diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, 163 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, one from infantile cholera, and not one death from typhus 
or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 323 deaths were referred 
to these diseases, being 26 below the corrected average weekly number. 

One death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being also 
one; the fatal case belonged to St. Martin-in-the-Fields sanitary area. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 94, 67, and 70 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 62, but exceeded the corrected average by 23 ; 9 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 14, 24, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21, the 
corrected average being 22; 4 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary area. ‘The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 48, 57, and 55 in the preceding three weeks, further 
fell last week to 50, but exceeded the corrected average by 19; 6 cases belonged 
to Islington, 6 to Poplar, 4 to Paddington, and 4 to Kensington sanitary areas. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 22, 17, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 10, and were less than one-third of the. 
corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 12, and 9 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 15, exceeding the corrected 
average by 3; 2 cases belonged to Hammersmith and 2 to Hackney sanitary areas. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 397, 373, and 224 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell Jast week to 168, and were 38 below the corrected average. 
In addition to the 163 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 40 of the registered 
deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 
68 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 185, 
171, and 159 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 137, and were 
40 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 2, 4, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
56 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 14 to drowning, one to the effects of chloroform administered for 
surgical purposes, and 10 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casrs of Inrectious Sickness in Hospirats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 336 cases of small-pox, 2522 
of scarlet fever, 663 of diphtheria, and 104 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 79 cases, 
against 115, 60, and 54; of scarlet fever, 357 cases, against 249, 247, and 281 ; of 
diphtheria, 74 cases, against 115, 81, and 82; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 
(15, 14, and 16. 

GREATER LONDON. | 

In Greater London 3654 births and 1891 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°6 and 16°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 20 deaths from measles, 19 from diphtheria, and 74 from diarrhcea 
were registered, Thirteen deaths from measles, 7 from diphtheria, and 27 from 


diarrhcea belonged to West Ham district; 5 deaths from diphtheria belonged to 
Edmonton district and 3 to Brentford district. . 


METEOROLOGY. | : 
The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°80 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 61°°7, the latter being 0°-5 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 3 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 32'9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°35 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1*Oin Cardiff, 1-1 in Oldham, 1°5 in West Ham, 
1‘8 in Salford, and 9°4 in Blackburn ; from whooping-cough, 1° 0 in Liverpool, 1° lin 
Gateshead, 1°2 in Blackburn, and 1°5 in Birkenhead ; and from diarrhea, 3°7 in 
Huddersfield and in Bradford, 3-8 in Sunderland, 4°0 in Liverpoo!, 4:4 in Birken- 
head and in Leeds, 5°1 in Portsmouth, 5°4 in Norwich, 5°5 in.N ottingham, 5°6 in 
Manchester, 5°7 in Blackburn, 6°7 in Leicester, 7°5 in Sheffield, 7°8: in Derby, 7°9 
in Wolverhampton and in Preston, 8*8 in Salford, 9°6 in Bolton, and 13:0 in Hull.

During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°7 per 1000, being 0°4 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1430 deaths included 6 from small-pox, 55 from measles, 27 from scarlet 
fever, 24 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 112 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 2 from cholera, and not one death from typhus or from 
any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 257 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 61 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The. deaths from small-pox which had been 1, 3, and 1 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 6, the corrected average being 1; the 6 fatal cases belonged 
respectively to St. Giles, Bethnal Green, Newington, Wandsworth, Camberwell, and.. 
Plumstead sanitary areas. The deaths from measles, which had been 67, 70, and 
62 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 55, but exceeded the 
corrected average by 17 ; 5 cases belonged to Whitechapel, 5 to St. George-in- 
the-East, 4 to Mile End Old Town, and 4 to Islington sanitary areas. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 24, 15, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 27, exceeding the corrected average by 5; 3 cases. 
belonged to Islington and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas.. The deaths from diph- 
theria, which had been 57, 55, and 50 in the preceding three weeks, further. fell last. 
week to 24, and were 7 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 
2 to Islington, 2 to Bethnal Green, 2 to Whitechapel, 2 to St. George-in-the-Kast, 2 to: 
Poplar, 2 to Battersea, and 2 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 17, 20, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 21, but were 13 below the corrected average. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 12, 9, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
10, the corrected average being 12. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
373, 224, and 1638 in the preceding three weeks, further fell Jast week to 112, and 
were 62 below the corrected average. In addition to the 112 deaths directly 
referred to diarrhea, 32 of the registered deaths were described as due to gastro- 
enteritis, and these are included among the 51 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 171, 
159, and 137 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 170, the 
corrected average being 17°1. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 2, having been 4 in each 
of the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, concerning all but 8 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 51 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
Al were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 9 to drowning, and 6 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 

Casxks of INFECTIOUS SICKNESS in HospiTAts.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 357 cases of small-pox, 2507 
of scarlet fever, 666 of diphtheria, and 114 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 65 cases, 
against 60, 54, and 79; of scarlet fever, 307 cases, against 247, 276, and 357 ; of 
diphtheria, 80 cases, against 81, 82, and 74; and of enteric fever, 26 cases, against 
14, 16, and 13. 

| GREATER LONDON. . 

In Greater London 3345 births and 1876 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°8 and 16:2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 15 deaths from measles, 7 from “fever”, and 57 from diarrhoea were 
registered. Seven deaths from measles occurred in West Ham district, 4 in 
Tottenham sub-district, and 3 in Barking Town sub-district; 4 deaths from 
“fever” occurred in West Ham district; 17 deaths from diarrhea occurred in 
Edmonton district, and 17 in West Ham district. 

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 66°*2, the latter being 5°:0 above. the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind}was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 18 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 56-7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to.0'19 of aninch,

The deaths registered last week in Tairty-raree Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year.

preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 15*9. During the four weeks 


ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°3 per 1000, being 1°1 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1336 deaths included 4 from small-pox, 56 from measles, 21 from scarlet 
fever, 40 from diphtheria, 22 from whooping-cough, one from typhus, 10 from 
enteric fever, 122 from diarrhoea and dysentery, 2 from cholera, and not one 
death from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 278 deaths were referred 
to these diseases, being 11 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from small-pox which had been 3, 1, and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 1; the 4 cases belonged 
respectively to Bethnal Green, Whitechapel, Mile End Old Town, and Poplar 
sanitary areas. The deaths from measles, which had been 70, 62, and 55 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 56 last week, exceeding the corrected average by 26; 
7 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 5 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 15, 21, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 2i, the corrected average being 22; 3 cases belonged to Lime- 
house and 3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 55, 50, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 40, 
exceeding the corrected average by 11; 4 cases belonged to Shoreditch, 4 to Mile 
End Old Town, 4 to Camberwell, 4 to Greenwich, 3 to Paddington, 3 to St. Pancras, 
3 to Bethnal Green, and 3 to Poplar sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 


which had been 20, 10, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, were 22 last week, the 


corrected average being 31; 4 cases belonged to Poplar sanitary area. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 9, 15, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 10 last week, the corrected average being 11; 2 cases belonged to Kensington 
sanitary area, The death ofa pupil teacher, aged 17 years, at the Convent, Hassett 
Road, Hackney, was certified as due to “typhus fever.’ The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 224, 163, and 112 in the preceding three weeks, rose again Jast 
week to 122, but were 14 below the corrected average. In addition to the 122 
deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 31 of the registered deaths were described 
as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 47 cases of enteritis 
shown in Table 4. ‘ | 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 159, 
137, and 170 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 102, and 
were 51 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to ¢nfluenza numbered 3, having been 4, 4, and 
2 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 68 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
58 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 11 to drowning, one to the effects of chloroform administered for 
surgical purposes, and 8 (including 7 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed, , 

Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 341 cases of small-pox, 2512 
of scarlet fever, 671 of diphtheria, and 123 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 36 cases, 


_ against 54, 79, and 65 ; of scarlet fever, 264 cases, against 276, 357, and 306 ; of 


diphtheria, 86 cases, against 82, 74, and 81; and of enteric fever, 21 cases, against 
16, 13, and 26, | 
GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3558 births and 1756 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°7 and 15:1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 10 deaths from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria, 7 from 
‘“‘ fever”, and 55 from diarrhoea were registered. Six deaths from measles, 6 from 
diphtheria, 3 from “ fever”, and 15 from diarrhea occurred in West Ham district ; 
3 deaths from scarlet fever and 2 from diphtheria occurred in Willesden sub-district ; 
and 3 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Mortlake sub-district.

diarrhea, 3°0 in Cardiff, 3-5 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 3°9 in Brighton and in 
Halifax, 4°1 in Oldham, 4°2 in Derby, 4:4 in -Liverpool, 4°5 in Leeds, 4:8 in 
Portsmouth and in Leicester, 4°9 in Norwich and in Gateshead, 5°3 in Birkenhead, 
6°1 in Bolton, 6'2 in Nottingham, 6°3 in Manchester, 6°9 in Bradford, 7:3 in 
Salford, 7:6 in Sheffield, 7-9 in Wolverhampton, 9°4 in.

| increase of population, the births were 137, and the deaths 35, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death- 
| ‘rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 17°3, 17:0, and 15°9 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 16°1. During the four weeks 
' ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°6 per 1000, being 1:1 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 
The 13858 deaths included 5 from small-pox, 40 from measles, 20 from scarlet . 
fever, 38 from diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 129 
from diarrhoea and dysentery, one from infantile cholera, and not one death from 
\ typhus, or any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 271 deaths were referred 
to these diseases, being 19 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from small-pox, which had been 1, 6, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 5 last week, the corrected average being one; 2 belonged to Cam- 
| berwell, one to Islington, one to Whitechapel, and one to Plumstead sanitary areas. 
i" The deaths from measles, which had been 62, 55, and 56 in the preceding three 
| weeks, fell last week to 40, but were 17 in excess of the corrected average; 6, all 

of which occurred in Kentish Town sub-district, belonged to St. Pancras sanitary 

area. ‘I'he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 21, 27, and 21 in the pre-- 
ceding three weeks, were 20 last week, the corrected average being 25. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 50, 24, and 40 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
- again last week to 38, but exceeded the corrected average by 9; 4 belonged to 

St. George in-the-East, 4 to Lambeth, 3 to St. Pancras, 3 to Mile End Old Town, 

3 to Bermondsey, and 3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping- 
hee cough, which had been 10, 21, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 

week to 17, being less than half of the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric 

| fever, which had been 15, 10, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 

i week to 21, the corrected average being 14; 4 belonged to Poplar and 4 to Cam- 

| berwell sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 168, 112, and 

_ 122 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 129, exceeding the 

corrected average by 9. In addition to the 129 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 

34 of the registered deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are 
included among the 49 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 137, 
170, and 102 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 134, but 
were 21 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 8, having been 4, 2, and 
3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and one of homicide, 
while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Three of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, and 5 (of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed.

As far as 
practicable, the deaths thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, 
added to the Outer Ring, or to other areas to which they belong. :

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of scarlet fever, 662 of diphtheria, and 118 of enteric fever under treatment jn these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 25 cases, 
against 79, 65, and 36; of scarlet fever, 336 cases, against 357, 306, and 264; of 
diphtheria, 78 cases, against 74, 81, and 85; and of enteric fever, 19 cases, against 
13, 26, and 21. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3395 births and 1763 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°3 and 15°2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria, and 43 
from diarrhcea were registered. Five of the deaths from measles, the 3 deaths from 
scarlet fever, 9 of the deaths from diphtheria, and 8 from diarrhwa occurred in West 
Ham district ; 7 deaths from diarrhe2 occurred in Bromley district, 7 in Edmonton 
district, 5 in Willesden sub-district, and 4 in Bexley sub-district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°87 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 65°°1, the latter being 5°-8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind!was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 32 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was’54°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°82 of an inch.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of August. : 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (6) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 

_ filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

_ I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. ‘These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

Allthe numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the waters 
The Table is to be read thus:—the Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 15th of August 
at the cab rank, Horsé Guards, had a temperature of 17°°7 C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
23°60 Ibs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, — 
contained +105 Ib. of carbon and *016 Ib. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and ‘141 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘157 Ib. The above weight of water 
also contained 1°8 lb. of chlorine and 16°6 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. rie: 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. ‘The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0:5, New River 1°1, Colne Valley 1°3, 
East London (deep-well) 1:5, East London (river supply) and Tottenham 1°8, Grand Junction 
2°0, Chelsea and Lambeth 2°1, Southwark 2-2, and West Middlesex 2:3. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions :—Thames at Hampton 4-4, New River Cut 2:2, and 
the Lea at Angel Road 4°5. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on August 12th, turbid and pale yellow in colour. It was of 
good bacterial, but rather bad chemical quality. As delivered by the five Companies drawing from 
this river, it was inevery case efficiently filtered. It was of excellent chemical and (with one 
exception) bacterial quality for dietetic purposes. The bacterial improvement effected by the 
various Companies is expressed by the following per-centage numbers :—Chelsea 97°09, West 
Middlesex 99°27, Southwark (No. 4 filter) 99°27; (No. 8 filter) 74°18, Grand- Junction (general 
filter well at Hampton) 95:27, (general filter well at Kew Bridge) 97°45, (South filter well at 
Kew Bridge) 97°82, and Lambeth 97°82. 

The New River Cut, before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs, was, on August 14th, 
turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was, for unfiltered water, of excelleat chemical and good 
bacterial quality. By passing through the storage reservoirs it was greatly improved bacterially, 
and, after efficient filtration, was of excellent chemical and bacterial quality for dietetic purposes. 
Bacterially it was improved before delivery to the extent represented by the following percentage 
numbers :—General filter well 97°27, No. 1 well 99°55, and No. ¥ well 99°09. The water taken 
from the Lea by the East London Company at Angel Road on August 14th, was turbid and pale 
yellow in colour. It was chemically of nearly the same quality as the Thames at Hampton, but 
bacterially much inferior. After storage* it was greatly improved bacterially, and, after efficient 
filtration, was of excellent chemical and bacterial quality for dietetic purposes, the total bacterial 
improvement being represented by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99563, 
No. 2 Essex well 98°26, and Middlesex well 99°71. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and Kast London Companies and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health were of excellent quality for dietetic purposes, but the Tottenham 
and East London samples were slightly turbid when drawn. The Colne Valley Company’s water 
had been softened before delivery and thus rendered suitable for washing. ; 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent, Colne Valley, and New River Companies’ 
waters were clear and colourless, the East London (river supply) clear and nearly colourless, 
the Tottenham, East London (deep-well) waters slightly turbid and colourless, and the remaining 
waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, and the supplies 
delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 12th, 18th, 14th, and 15th of August, 
yielded the results contained in the following table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 2°0 in Blackburn; from whooping-cough, 1°0 in 
Norwich, in Birkeuhead, and in Burnley, 1°2 in Bradford, and 1°3 in Bolton; from 
“ fever,” 6*1 in Sunderland; and from diarrhea, 3°0 in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 3°5 | 
in Brighton, 3:8 in Gateshead, 4°3 in Wolverhampton, 4°8 in Nottingham and in th 
Oldham, 5:1 in Portsmouth, 5°2 in Derby and in Liverpool, 5°4 in Leeds, 6°2 in Ht 
Leicester, in Bradford, and in Sheffield, 6°5 in Preston, 6°8 in Salford, 7:0 
in Bolton and in Manchester, 7°4 in Blackburn, 8°4 in Burnley, 11-4 in Sunder- 
land, and 14:0 in Hull.

numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death- 
rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°0, 15°9, and 16:1 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 15:4. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°1 per 1000, being 1:0 per 1009 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1298 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 28 from measles, 19 from scarlet 
fever, 55 from diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever, 107 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, one from infantile cholera, and not one death from typhus, 
or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 242 deaths were referred to 
these diseases, being 10 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from small-pox, which had been 6, 4, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 2 last week, ihe corrected average being one; the 2 fatal cases belonged 
respectively to St. George Hanover Square and Lambeth sanitary areas. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 55, 56, and 40 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 28, but were 9 above the corrected average; 4 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area, The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 27, 21, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, were 19 last week, the corrected 
average being 25; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 2 to Islington, 2 to Hackney, 
and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 24, 
40, and 88 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 55, exceeding — 
the corrected average by 21; 5 cases belonged to Mile End Old Town, 5 to Poplar, — 
5 to Greenwich, 4 to Hackney, and 4 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 21, 22, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 14, and were 19 below the corrected average. ‘The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 10, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 16, the corrected. average being 15; 3 cases belonged to 
St. George-the-Martyr Southwark, 2 to Mile End Old Town, and 2 to Rotherhithe 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 112, 122, and 129 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 107, but were 7 above the 
corrected average. In addition to the 107 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, — 
26 of the registered deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are 
included among the 35 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4.

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 5, having been 2, 3, and 
8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but 3 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 54 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, § to drowning, 6 (of infants under one — 


year of age) to suffocation in bed, 4 to the direct effects of hot weather, and one to 
chloroform administered for surgical purposes. . 


Cases of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 307 cases of small-pox, 2674 
of scarlet fever, 663 of diphtheria, and 120 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 42 cases, 
against 65, 36, and 25; of scarlet fever, 365 cases, against 306, 264, and 336; of 
diphtheria, 105 cases, against 81, 86, and 78; and of enteric fever, 16 cases, against 
26, 21, and 19,

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1°3 in Salford, 2:2 in Oldham, and 2°9 in Black- 
burn; from whooping-cough, 1°2 in Wolverhampton, 1°9 in Sunderland, and 2:7 
in Gateshead; from “ fever,” 1:0 in Burnley, 1:1 in Swansea, 1°2 in Blackburn, 
2"1 in Derby, and 4:2 in Sunderland ; and from diarrh@a, 6:0 in Gateshead, 6+1 
in Bolton, 6°2 in, Nottingham, 6°5 in Leicester, 6°6 in Portsmouth, 6°7 in Wolver- 
hampton, 6°9 in Preston, 7°2 in Sunderland, 7°5 in Salford, 8°6 in Blackburn, 9:1 
in Hull, and 9°4 in Burnley. The death-rate from scarlet fever did not. reach 
1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 65 deaths from diphtheria 
included 37 in London, 4 in West Ham, and 4 in Burnley. . Two deaths from.

In Lonpon 2541 pirrus and 1340> pratus were registered. Allowing for 

increase of population, the births were 386, and the deaths 4, below the average

During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°9 per 1000, being 0°7 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1346 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 24 from measles, 18 from scarlet 
fever, 37 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, one from 
an ill-defined form of continued fever, 109 from diarrhcea and dysentery, one death 
from English cholera, and not. one from typhus; thus, 229 deaths were referred 
to these diseases, being 18 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from small-pox, which had been 4, 5, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 2 last week, the corrected average being less than one; the fatal 
cases belonged respectively to Shoreditch and Greenwich sanitary areas. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 56, 40, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 24, but exceeded the corrected average by 9; 3 cases 
belonged to Mile End Old Town sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 21, 20, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 13, 
and were 10 below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Islington, 2 to 
Whitechapel, and 2 to Wandsworth sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 40, 38, and 55 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 37, the corrected average being 39; 4 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Green- 
wich, 3 to Mile End Old Town, and 3 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 22, 17, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 21, but were 11 below the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 21, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 21, exceeding the corrected average by 5; 8 cases belonged 
to Hackney sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 122, 129, 
and 107 inthe preceding three weeks, were 109 last week, exceeding the corrected 


.average by 27. In addition to the 109 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 26 of 


the registered deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these sre 
included among the 38 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4, beter 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 102, 
1384, and 128 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 141, but 
were 37 below the corrected average. 

One death was attributed directly to influenza, the numbers having been 3, 8, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 62 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 54 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Ten of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to drowning, 8 (of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed, one to sunstroke, and 2 to the effects of chloroform. 

Casrs of Inrectious Sickness in Hospirats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 271 cases of small-pox, 2732 
of scarlet fever, 665 of diphtheria, and 109 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, weré as follow:—Of small-pox, 23 cases, — 
against 36, 25, and 42; of scarlet fever, 344 cases, against 264, 336, and 365 ; of 
diphtheria, 114 cases, against 86,78, and 105; and of enteric fever, 14 ¢ases, against 
21, 19, and 16. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3473 births and 1718 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29:9 and 14°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 16 deaths from diphtheria and 11 from “fever” were registered. Six 
deaths from ‘diphtheria occurred in West Ham({district, and 3 in Hornsey sub-district ; 
4 deaths from “fever”? occurred in West Ham district, and 4 in Edmonton district.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1'0 in West Ham and 3°7 in Blackburn; from 
scarlet fever, 1°6 in Huddersfield; from whooping-cough, 1:1 in Gateshead, 1°2 in 
Wolverhampton, 1°4 in Bradford, and 2-2 in Bolton; ; from “fever,” 1°3 in 
Bolton and 4°5 in Sunderland ; and frem diarrhea, 4°2 in Preston, 44 in Brighton, 
4°8 in Portsmouth, 4°9 in Leeds, 5:4 in Gateshead, 5°5 in Sheffield, 5°6 in Man- 
chester, 5°7 in Sunderland, 6:0 in Cardiff, 6:2 in Nottingham, 6°3 in Burnley, 


7°0 in Bolton, 7°5 in Hull, and 7:8 in Blackburn. The 81 deaths from diphtheria 


included 56 in London, 8 in West Ham, and 3 in Birmingham. Two deaths 
from small-pox were registered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty- 
three towns.

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preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 18:2. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16'4 per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1532 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 27 from measles, 24 from scarlet 
fever, 56 from diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 107 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 4 from infantile cholera and choleraic diarrhcea, and not one 
death from typhus, or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 256 deaths 
were referred to these diseases, being 54 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from small-pox, which had been 5, 2, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 2 last week, ihe corrected average being one ; the two cases 
belonged to Hackney and Lambeth sanitary areas respectively. The deaths from 
measles, which had been 40, 28, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 27, and exceeded the corrected average by 10; 4 belonged to St. Pancras, 
4 to St. Luke, and 3 to Limehouse sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 20, 19, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 24, which is practically equal to the corrected average ; 3 belonged to Whitechapel 
sanitary area. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 38, 55, and 37 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 56, and exceeded the corrected 
average by 12; 7 belonged to Camberwell, 5 to St. Pancras, 5 to Islington, 5 to 
Bethnal Green, and 5 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 17, 14, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 25, exceeding the corrected average by 2. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 21, 16, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 11, the corrected average being 17. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
129, 107, and 109 inthe preceding three weeks, were 107 last week, exceeding the 
corrected average by 34. In addition to the 107 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 
27 of the registered deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are 
included among the 48 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 134, 
123, and 141 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 173, but were 
37 below the corrected average. 

The deaths directly attributed to influenza numbered 2, having been 8, 5, and 
one in the preceding three weeks. 32 fh 

Different forms of violence caused 72 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 72 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, and one of homicide, 
while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Twelve of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to conflagrations, 8 to drowning, 9 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and 2 to the effects of anzs- 
thetics administered for surgical purposes. 

Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 234 cases of small-pox, 2807 
of scarlet fever, 673 of diphtheria, and 117 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 21 cases, 
against 25, 42, and 23 ; of scarlet fever, 339 cases, against 336, 365, and 344; of 
diphtheria, 114 cases, against 78,105, and 114; and of enteric fever, 25 cases, against 
19, 16, and 14. : 


GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3525 births and 1950 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°4 and 16°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. ‘In the 
Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 9 from 
whooping-cough, 5 from “fever”, and 30 from diarrhoea were registered. Six 
deaths from measles, 11 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, and 2 from 
“fever” occurred in West Ham district; 4 deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
Edmonton district.

In Lonpon 2447 prrrus and 1343{ pEatus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 18G, and the aeaths 92, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years, The annual death- 
rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15°4, 16°0, and 18:2 in the

During the four weeks ending 
on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°4 per 1000, being 0-1 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1343 deaths included one from small-pox, 15 from measles, 22 from scarlet 
fever, 44 from diphtheria, 14 from whooping-cough, 22 from enteric fever, 103 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, 3 from choleraic diarrhea, and not one death from typhus, 
or from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 224 deaths were referred to 
these diseases, being 88 above the corrected average weekly number. 

One death from small-pox was registered, the number having been 2 in each of 
the preceding three weeks; the fatal case belonged to Wandsworth sanitary area. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 28, 24, and 27{in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 15, and were 5 below the corrected average ; 3 cases 
belonged to Bermondsey sanitary area. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 19, 13, and 24 inthe preceding three weeks, were 22 last week, the corrected 
average being 26; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green sanitary area. ‘The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 55, 87, and 56 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
‘again last week to 44, but exceeded the corrected average by 2; 5 cases belonged 
to St. Pancras, 4 to Hackney, 3 to Kensington, 3 to Bethnal Green, 3 to Limehouse, 

3 to Poplar, and 3 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 14, 21, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week 
to 14, and were 8 below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 16, 21, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 22, exceeding the corrected average by 7; 3 cases belonged to Wandsworth and 
2 each to Hampstead, Hackney, Strand, Shoreditch, Poplar, and Newington sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 107, 109, and 107 in the pre- 
ceding, three weeks, were 103 last week, exceeding the corrected average by 46. In 
addition to the 103 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 18 of the registered deaths 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 29 cases 
of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 123, 
141, and 173 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 158, and were 79 
below the corrected average. _ | 

The deaths directly attributed to influenza numbered 7, having been 5,1, and 
2 in the preceding three weeks. |

Different forms of violence caused 77 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 77 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, and 5 of homicide, 
while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Three of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 11 (including 7 caused by a fire on board 
the steamship “ Jona”) to injuries on board ships and boats, 11 to drowning, 5 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and one to the effects of an 
anesthetic administered for surgical purposes. 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprrats.* — 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 198 cases of small-pox, 2802 
of scarlet fever, 672 of diphtheria, and 124 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 17 cases,

In the 
Outer Ring 21 deaths from diphtheria; 5'from “ fever”, and 39 from diarrhoea were 
registered. Ten deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district, 4 in

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:0 in Manchester, 1°3 in Salford, 1°5 in Oldham, 
3°6 in Wolverhampton, and 7°4 in Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Liverpool 
and in Salford; from whooping-cough, 1:0 in Salford, 1-1 in Gateshead, and 1°3 in 
Bolten ; from “ fever,” 1:5 in Birkenhead and in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, 
4-1 in Sheffield, 4-2 in Sunderland, 4°3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 4°5 in Manchester, 
4°8 in Bolton, 5°1 in Nottingham, 5°8 in Hull, 6-5 in Preston, 7°3 in Salford, 8-9 
in Burnley, and 11°0 in Blackburn.

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LONDON. 


In Lonpon 2622 nirtas and 1435* pEatHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 8 above, and the deaths 20 below, the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death- 
rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 16:0, 18:2, and 15°9 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17°0. During the four weeks ending 
on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°8 per 1000, which is equal to the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1485 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 34 from measles, 25 from scarlet 
fever, 56 from diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 22 from enteric fever, 87 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form of 
continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 236;deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 58 above the corrected average weekly number. , 

The deaths from small-pox, which had been 2, 2, and 1 in the preceding three ~ 
weeks, were again 2 last week ; the fatal cases belonged to Limehouse and Bethnal 
Green sanitary areas respectively. The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 
27, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 34, and exceeded 
the corrected average by 9; 6 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 3 to Bethnal Green, 
and 8 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
18, 24, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 25, the 
corrected average being 26; 3 cases belonged to Lambeth and 3 to Camberwell 
sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtherza, which had been 37, 56, and 44 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 56, exceeding the corrected average 
by 17; 7 cases belonged to Greenwich, 7 to St. Pancras, 6 to Islington, and + to 
Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 25, — 
and 14 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 10, and were less 
than half of the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 21, 11, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, were again 22 last week, the 
corrected average being 19; 4 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 109, 107, and 102 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 87, but were 42 above the corrected average. In 
addition to the 87 deaths directly referred to diarrhea, 21 of the registered deaths 
were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 35 cases 
of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 141, 
173, and 158 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 175, but were 92 
below the corrected average. 3 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 38, having been 1, 2, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks. . 

Different forms of violence. caused 52 deaths, concerning all but 2 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and one of homi- 
cide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of 
these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to drowning, and 10 (of infants 
under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


Casxs of InrEcTIous Sickness in Hospitats.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 158 cases of small-pox, 2827 
of scarlet fever, 659 of diphtheria, and 125 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 9 cases, 
against 23, 21, and 17; of scarlet fever, 832 cases, against 344, 339, and 252 ; of 


diphtheria, 102 cases, against 114, 114, and 90; and of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 
14, 25, and 23. :

In the above Table all deaths of persons in, or on the way to, Hospitals and other Public Institutions, as well 
as those of persons under treatment in surgical homes, or dying by accident or otherwise in the streets, have 
been distributed, as far as practicable, to the sanitary areas in which the deceased had previously resided. The 
deaths of 410 London residents who died outside Registration London in the Strand Union Workhouse at 
Hdmonton, the Holborn Union Workhouse at Mitcham, the City of London Lunatic Asylum at Stone, and the 
Metropolitan Hospitals and Asylums have been similarly distributed. In 456 cases the previous residence was 


outside Registration London, and these have been excluded from the Table. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3525 births and 1830 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°4 and 15°8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 6 deaths from scarlet fever, 27 from diphtheria, 7 from “fever”, 
and 88 from diarrhoea were registered. Eleven deaths from diphtheria occurred in 
West Ham district, and 4 in Waltham Abbey sub-district. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°53 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 50°°7, the latter being 1°°0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 16 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 7'9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°45 inches. 


Returns or Lonpon Water Companiss. 


The Lonpon Water Companies have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
September.

ANALYSIS OF METROPOLITAN WATER SUPPLY DURING SEPTEMBER, 1895. 


Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
Sir, 9th October, 1895. 

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of September. 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (0) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. : ; 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—New River and Kent 0°6, Colne Valley and 
Tottenham 1°2, East London (deep-well) 1°3, Grand Junction and Lambeth 2-0, and Chelsea, 
West Middlesex, Southwark, and East London (river supply) 2,1. The unfiltered river waters 
contained the following proportions:—Thames at Hampton 3°6, New River Cut 1:7, and the 
Lea at Angel Road 3°5. 

The Thames at Hampton was, on September 23rd, turbid and pale yellow in colour, but it 
was, as raw water, of good chemical and bacterial quality. As delivered by the five Companies 
drawing from this river, it was in every case efficiently filtered, and of excellent chemical and 
(with one exception) bacterial quality for dietetic purposes. ‘The bacterial improvement effected 
by the various Companies is expressed by the following percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°19, 
West Middlesex 99°46, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°73, (No. 9 filter well) 92°97, Grand 


Junction (general well at Hampton) 98-11, (general well at Kew Bridge) 99°19, (South filter 
well at Kew Bridge) 98°92, and Lambeth, 98°65, 
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The New River Cut, before entering the subsidence and storage reservvirs, was, on September 
the 25th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was, for unfiltered water, of excellent chemical 
quality, but bacterially somewhat inferior to the Thames at Hampton. By passing through the 
storage reservoirs the number of bacteria was reduced to less than one-fourth, and, after efficient 
filtration, the water was delivered to consumers in excellent ehemical and bacterial condition for 
dietetic purposes, Bacterially it was improved before delivery to the extent represented by the 
following percentage numbers :—General filter well 97°88, No. ¥ well 98°82. The water taken 
from the Lea by the East London Company at Angel Road on September 25th, was turbid and 
pale yellow in colour. Chemically it was of nearly the same quality as the Thames at Hampton, 
but bacterially much inferior, It was passing through the storage reservoirs without detention, 
and actually arrived at the Lea Bridge works with an increased number of microbes per c.c. 
After efficient filtration, however, it was delivered in excellent chemical condition for dietetic 
purposes, whilst the bacterial improvement was represented by the following percentage numbers : 
—No. 1! Kssex well 96°96, No. 2 Essex well 99°53, and Middlesex well 99°3. 

The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and Kast London Companies and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health were of excellent quality for dietetic purposes, but the East 
London sample was slightly turbid owing to repairs in the well. The Colne Valley Company’s 
water had been softened before delivery and thus rendered suitable for washing. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Keat, Colne Valley, and Tottenham waters were 
clear and colourless, the East London (deep-well) slightly turbid and colourless, the New River 
clear and nearly colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 

The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, and the supplies 


“delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 23rd, 24th, 25th, and 26th of September 


yielded the results contained in the following table :—

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the waters: 
The Table is to be read thus:—the Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 26th of September 
at the cab rank, Horse Guards, had a temperature of 16°°7 C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
24°28 lbs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter. 
contained -110 ib. of carbon and +013 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and ‘143 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was *156' lb. The above weight of_ water 
also contained 1°8 lb. of chlorine and 17-7 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The deaths registered last week in Tarrry-rorEe Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°1 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from measles, 1:2 in Wolverhampton, 3°2 in Swansea, and 5°7 
in Blackburn; from whooping-cough, 1°1 in Gateshead; from “fever,” 1°7 in 
Bolton and 1°9 in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, 2°0 in Leeds, 2°4 in Sheffield, 
2°6 in Derby and in Bolton, 2°7 in Swansea, 2°8 in Manchester and in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 2°9 in Hull, 3-2 in Preston, 3°4 in Bristol, in Cardiff, and in Sunderland, 
3°5 in Salford, 3:8 in Gateshead, 6°3 in Burnley, and 6°5 in Blackburn. The 
death-rate from scarlet fever did not reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 
- towns. The 107 deaths from diphtheria included 76 in London, 5 in West Ham, 4in 
Manchester, 3 in Wolverhampton, 3 in Salford, and 3 in Hull, One death from 
small-pox was registered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three 
towns.

In Lonpon{ 2629 srrtus and 1518 praTus were, registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 37 above, and the deaths 63 below, the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years.

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rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18‘2, 15°9, and 17°0 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 18°0. During the four weeks 
ending on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°3 per 1000, being 0°2 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1518 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 42 from measles, 23 from scarlet 
fever, 76 from diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 1 from typhus, 19 from enteric 
fever, 62 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 239 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 51 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of an unvaccinated child, ‘aged 4 months, 
who had been removed from Bethnal Green sanitary area to the hospital ship 
“Atlas.” The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 15, and 34 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 42, exceeding the corrected average 
by 10; 10 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 5 to Newington, and 4 to Clerkenwell 
sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 24, 22, and 25 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 23 last week, the corrected average being 29; 3 
cases belonged to Whitechapel, 2 to Bethnal Green, 2 to St. George-in-the-East, 
and 2 to Lambeth sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 56, 
44, and 56 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 76, and were 34 
above the corrected average; 6 cases belonged to Kensington, 6 to Camberwell, 5 
to St. Marylebone, 5 to St. Pancras, 5 to Mile End Old Town, 5 to Greenwich, 4 
to Fulham, 4 to Shoreditch, and 4 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 25, 14, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 15, but were 10 below the corrected average. ‘The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 11, 22, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 19, the corrected average being 18; 2 cases belonged to St. 
Marylebone, 2 to Hackney, 2 to Mile End Old Town, and 2 to Poplar sanitary areas. 
The death of a male, aged 25 years, in Battersea sanitary area, was certified as due 
to “ fever (typhus ?),6 days.” The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 107, 
102, and 87 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 62, but were 23 
above the corrected average. In addition to the 62 deaths directly referred to 
diarrhea, 19 of the registered deaths were described as due to gastro-enteritis, and 
these are included among the 37 cases of enteritis shown in Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 173, 
158, and 175 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 215, but were 
114 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to inflwenza numbered 8, having been 2, 7, and 
3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 72 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 72 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and one of homi- 
cide, while the remaining 63 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of 
these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, one to ptomaine 
poisoning, and 11 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 

Casus of Inrectious Sickness in Hospirats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 119 cases of small-pox, 2838 
of scarlet fever, 667 of diphtheria, and 123 of enteric fever‘under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 7 cases, 
against 21, 17, and 9; of scarlet fever, 241 cases, against 339, 252, and 332; of 
diphtheria, 115 cases, against 114, 90, and 102 ; and of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 
25, 23, and 14. 

GREATER LONDON. 

In Greater London 3624 births and 1916 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 31:2 and 16°5 per 1000 of the, estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 27 deaths from diphtheria were registered. Twelve of these deaths 
occurred in West Ham district, 4 in Edmonton district, and 3 in Isleworth sub- 
district. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°08 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 49°-4, the latter being 0°:4 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 33 per cent.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s mortality, 
were :—from meas/es, 1-0 in Manchester, 1° 2 in Wolverhampton, 1°8 in Salford, 2°2 
in Oldham, 2°7 in Swansea, and 8°6 in Blackburn; from whooping-cough, 1°2 in 
Wolverhampton ; from “ fever,” 1°0 in Birkenhead, 1°1 in Oldham, 1:6 in 
Burnley, 2°2 in Bolton, and 2°3 in Sunderland ; and from diarrhea, 2:0 in Cardiff, 
2°1 in Manchester, 3°2 in Swansea, 3°3 in Blackburn, and 5-8 in Burnley. The 
death-rate from scarlet fever did not reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three 
towns. The 95 deaths from diphtheria included 61 in London, 8 in West Ham, 4 in 
Birmingham, 3 in Cardiff, and 3 in Wolverhampton. One death from small-pox was 
registered in London, but not one in any other of the thirty-three towns. 
LONDON. 

_ In Lonponf 2447 srerus and 1470 peatus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 247, and the deaths 114, below the average 
_fumbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death- 
rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 15°9, 17:0, and 18-0 in the

The 1470 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 48 from measles, 19 from scarlet 
fever, 61 from diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 20° from enteric fever, 45 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 214 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 36 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a child, aged 6 months, who had been 
removed from Marlborough Road, Chelsea, to the hospital ship “Atlas.” ‘The 
deaths from measles, which had been 15, 34, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 48, exceeding the corrected average by 11; 9 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras, 6 to Bermondsey, and 6 to Camberwell sanitary areas. 


The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 22, 25, and 23 in the preceding. 


three weeks, further fell last week to 19, and were 10 below the corrected average ; 
4 cases belonged to St. Pancras sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 44, 56, and 76 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 61, 
but were 22 above the corrected average; 7 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 6 to 
Islington 6 to Poplar, and 6 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 14, 10, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 20, but were 5 below the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 22, 22, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 20 last week, the corrected average being 18; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 
2 to Bethnal Green, and 2 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 102, 87, and 62 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 45, but were 18 above the corrected average. In-addition to the 45 deaths 
directly referred to diarrhea, 12 of the registered deaths were deseribed as due to 
gastro-enteritis, and these are included among the 17 cases of enteritis shown in 
Table 4. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 158, 
175, and 215 in ‘the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 239, and were 
137 below the corrected average. . | 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 7, 3, and 
8 in the preceding three weeks. : 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 59 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 53 
were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these were referred to vehicles 
in the streets, 6 to drowning, and 11 (including 10 of infants under one year of 
age) to suffocation in bed, 3 ‘tint

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, — 


and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 114 cases of small-pox, 2833 
of scarlet fever, 675 of diphtheria, and 129 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of small-pox, 14 cases, 
against 17, 9, and 7; of scarlet fever, 269 cases, against 252, 832, and 241; of 
diphtheria, 115 cases, against 90, 102, and 115; and of enteric fever, 16 cases, against 
23, 14, and 15. 
GREATER LONDON, . 
In Greater London 334+ births and 1893 deaths were registered, correspording 
to annual rates of 28°8 and 16:3 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 18 deaths from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 27 from diphtheria, and 


8 from “fever” were registered. Eight deaths from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 


9 from diphtheria, and 4 from “fever” belonged to West Ham district. Four 
deaths from measles and 7 from diphtheria occurred in Edmonton district, and 3 
deaths from diphtheria in Willesden sub-district. | 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°56 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 40° 4, the latter being 7°'8 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 18 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 10°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°45 of an inch. :

| The 1789 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 75 from measles, 23 from scarlet 

| fever, 72 from diphtheria, 11 from whooping-cough, 1 from typhus, 16 from enteric 
fever, 36 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever orfrom cholera; thus, 235 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 52 above the corrected average weekly number. et 

The death from small-pox was that of an unvaccinated female, aged 15 years, 
who had been removed from Beaufoy Road, Battersea, to the hospital ship 
“Atlas.” The deaths from measles, which had been 34, 42, and 48 in the pre- 

. ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 75, exceeding the corrected average 
by 31; 15 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 10 to Newington, 9 to Clerkenwell, 7 
to Bermondsey, 5 to Hackney, 5 to Lambeth, and 5 to Camberwell sanitary areas. — 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 25, 23, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 23, but were 6 below the corrected average ; 
3 cases belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 56, 76, and 61 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 72, 
exceeding the corrected average by 34; 9 cases belonged to Greenwich, 7 to 
Islington, 5 to Kensington, and 5 to Battersea sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 10, 15, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 11, and were 14 below the corrected average. ‘The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 22, 19, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 16, the corrected average being 19; 2 cases belonged to St. 
Pancras, 2 to Hackney, and 2 to Limehouse sanitary areas. The death of a man, 
aged 41 years, who had been removed from Inglewood Road, West Hampstead, to 
the German Hospital, was certified as due to typhus. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 87, 62, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 36, but were 8 above the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 175, 
215, and 235 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 3866, but were 
28 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to inflwenza numbered 7, having been 3, 8, and 
4 in the preceding three weeks.

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, and one of — 
homicide, while the remaining 52 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to burns and scalds, 13 (including 


12 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and one to the effects 
of chloroform administered for surgical purposes. 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hospirats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 106 cases of small-pox, 2841 
of scarlet fever, 671 of diphtheria, and 128 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 29 cases, 
against 9, 7, and 14; of scarlet fever, 215 cases, against 832, 241, and 269; of | 
diphtheria, 102 cases, against 102, 115, and 115; and of enteric fever, 10 cases, 
against 14, 15, and 16. Greater Lonpon. 


In Greater London 3576 births and 2233 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°8 and 19°2 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 3 deaths from small-pox and 22 from diphtheria were registered. The 
3 deaths from small-pox belonged to West Ham district. Nine deaths from 


diphtheria occurred in West Ham district, 4 in Hornsey sub-district, and 3 im

In Lonpon* 2525 srrtus and 1790 pEaTHs were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 171 below, and the deaths 179 above, the 
average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual 
death-rate per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 18:0, 17°5, and 21°2 in the 
preceding three weeks, was again 21°2 last week. During the four weeks ending 
on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°5 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1790 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 97 from measles, 19 from scarlet 
fever, 75 from diphtheria, 14: from whooping-cough, 24 from enteric fever, 20 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 250 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 68 above the corrected average weekly number. . 

The death from small-pox was that of an unvaccinated female, aged 24 years, 
who had been removed from Tabard Street, in Newington sanitary area, to the 
hospital ship “ Atlas.” The deaths from measles, which had been 42, 48, and 75 
in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 97, exceeding the corrected 
average by 50; 19 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 14 to Newington, 10 to 
Camberwell, 7 to Poplar, 7 to Bermondsey, 6 to Hackney, 6 to Clerkenwell, and — 
5 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 238, 19, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 19, and 
were 10 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 3 to 
Kensington sanitary areas. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 76, 61, 
and 72 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 75, exceeding the 
corrected average by 32; 7 cases belonged to Islington, 6 to Kensington, 6 to 
Chelsea, 6 to St. Pancras, and 6 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 15, 20, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 14, but were barely more than one-half of the corrected 
average; 4 cases belonged to Hackney and 3 to Kensington sanitary areas. The 
-fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 19, 20, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 24, exceeding the corrected average by 6; 3 cases 
belonged to Shoreditch sanitary area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
62, 45, and 36 in the preceding three weeks, further fell Jast week to 20, the 
corrected average being 18. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 215, 
235, and 366 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 447, and were 
55 above the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 10, having been 8, 4, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 70 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 70 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 60 were attributed to accident or negligence, One 
of these was referred to a vehicle in the street, one to a conflagration, and 18 
(including 16 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed,

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 78 cases of small-pox, 2847 — 
of scarlet fever, 683 of diphtheria, and 118 of enteric fever under treatment in these

The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 14 cases, 
against 7, 14, and.29; of scarlet fever, 349 cases, against 241, 269, and 215; of 
diphtheria, 112 cases, against 115, 115, and 102; and of enteric fever, 21 cases, 
against 15, 16, and 10. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 8150 births and 2214 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°7 and 19°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 12 deaths from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 18 from diphtheria, and 
7 from “fever” were registered. Four deaths from measles and 5 from scarlet 
fever occurred in West Ham district, 4 from measles and 7 from diphtheria in 
Edmonton district, and 8 from diphtheria in Wimbledon sub-district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°58 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 50°°8, the latter being 5°°5 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 22 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 4°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1:09 inches. -

The LonpOoN WatEeR Companies have been good enough to furnish the following account of 
the number of services and the average daily amount of water supplied during the month of 
October.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 

_bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 

of the Metropolis during the month of October. z 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 

examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 

intakes of the various Companies, and (6) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained in the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 

Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses-were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 

and Dr. Mills of Glasgow.

.All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus: ee Chelsea ‘Company’ s water, collected on the 19th of October 
at the cab rank, Horse Guards, had a temperature of 12°°3 C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
25°56 Ibs. of solid matter; the organic substances, constituting a portion of this matter, 
contained -117 ib. of carbon and *018 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and ‘180 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
total amount of combined nitrogen in every form was *198 lb. The above weight of water 
also contained 1°8 Ib. of chlorine and 18°9 Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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Taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0°8, Tottenham 0°9, New River and Colne 
Valley 1:2, East London (deep-well) 1°6, East London (river supply) 2°1, Chelsea 2°3, West 
Middlesex and Southwark 2°7, and Grand Junction and Lambeth 2°8. The unfiltered river 
waters contained the following proportions :—‘Thames at Hampton 4°6, New River Cut 1°9, and 
the Lea at Angel Road 3°4. 


The Thames at Hampton was, on October 16th, turbid and yellow in colour, and of moderately 
good chemical and bacterial quality. As delivered by the five Companies drawing from this 
river, it was in every case efficiently filtered, and of excellent chemical and bacterial quality 
or dietetic purposes. The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed 
by the following percentage numbers:—Chelsea 99°84, West Middlesex 99°03, Southwark 
(No. 3 filter well) 99°52, ditto (No. 8 filter) 99°61, Grand Junction (general well at Hampton) 
99°35, (general well at Kew Bridge) 98°23, (South well at Kew Bridge) 99°84, and Lambeth, 
99°52. 

The New River Cut, before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs, was, on October 
18th, turbid and very pale yellow in colour. It was, of excelleat chemical and fairly good 
bacterial quality. By passing through the storage reservoirs the number of bacteria was reduced 
to less than one-third, and, after efficient filtration, the water was delivered to consumers in 
excellent ehemical and bacterial condition for dietetic purposes. Bacterially it was improved 
before delivery to the extent represented by the following percentage numbers :—General filter 
well 99°29, No. 7 filter well 99:29, and. No. 9 filter well 98°93. The water, taken from the Lea 
by the East London Company at Angel Road on October 18th, was of very good chemical and 
fairly good bacterial quality, but it was turbid and pale yellow in colour. After storage for 
15 days, more or less, the number of bactcria per c.c. was reduced to little more than one third. 
It was efficiently filtered before delivery aud was improved bacterially to the extent represented 

by the following percentage numbers :—No. 1 Essex well 99:12, and Middlesex well 99°56. 


The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and Hast London Companies and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health were of excellent quality for dietetic purposes and (with the 
exception of the Tottenham sample which was very slightly turbid) they were perfectly clear and 
bright without filtration. The Colne Valley Company’s water had been softened before delivery 
and thus rendered suitable for washing. 


_ Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the New River, Kent, and Colne Valley waters were 
clear and colourless, the East London (deep-well) clear and nearly colourless, the Tottenham very 
slightly turbid and colourless, and the remaining waters clear and very pale yellow. 


The bacterioscopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, and the supplies 
delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 16th, 17th, 18th, and 19th of October 
yielded the results contained in the following table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s mortality 
were :—from measles, 1:0 in Burnley and in Huddersfield, 1:1 in Swansea, 14 in 
Liverpool, 1°8 in Wolverhampton, 2°5 in Salford, 3°7 in Oldham, and 9:0 in 
Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1:1 in Gateshead ; from whooping-cough, 1°2 
in Liverpool, 1-3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 1°8 in Wolverhampton; from “ fever,” 
1:1 in Swansea, 1°3 in Salford, 1°5 in Oldham, 1°6 in Burnley, and 1°9 in Sundev- 
land; and from diarrhea, 1:0 in Birkenhead, 1°1 in Swansea and in Gateshead, 
1:3 in Bolton, and 2°5 in Blackburn. The 107 deaths from diphtheria included 61

The 1510 deaths included 77 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 61 from 
diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 23 from enteric fever, 25 from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, 1 from cholera, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or 
from any ill-defined form of continued fever; thus, 222 deaths were referred to 
these diseases, being 32 above the corrected average weekly number. 

No death from small-pow was registered last week; at least one death from the 
disease had been registered in each of the preceding 16 weeks, and the total number 
in that period reached 34. The deaths from measles, which had been 48, 75, and 97 
in ‘the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 77, but exceeded the corrected 
average by 27; 13 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 10 to Clerkenwell, 10 to 
Newington, 7 to Lambeth, 5 to St. George Southwark, and 5 to Camberwell 
sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 23, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 14, the corrected average being 
26; 2 cases belonged to Islington, 2 to Bermondsey, 2 to Lambeth, and 2 to Wands- ~ 
worth sanitary areas. ‘'he deaths from diphtheria, which had been 61, 72, and 75 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 61, but were 21 above the 
corrected average ; 7 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 7 to Mile End Old Town, and 
7 to Camberwell sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
20, 11, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21, but 
were 13 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Camberwell sanitary 
area. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 20, 16, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 23 last week, the corrected average being 21; 3 cases 
belonged to Islington and 3 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 45, 36, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 25, exceeding the corrected average by 6. . 

Two deaths were certified as due to chicken-pox, or varicella, 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 235, 
366, and 447 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 340, and were 
84 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 11, having been 4, 7, and 
10 in the preceding three weeks. | 


The death of the wife of a horse-hair dresser, at Hackney Infirmary, was certified 
as due to malignant pustule. 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. . Of these 73 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 61 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six 
of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to drowning, 17 (including 16 
of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and one to failure of the 
heart’s action while under an operation. 

. Casrs of Inrecrious Sickness in Hospitats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 86 cases of small-pox, 2845 
of scarlet fever, 678 of diphtheria, and 125 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 23 cases, 
against 14, 29, and 14; of scarlet fever, 298 cases, against 269, 215, and 349 ; of 


diphtheria, 104 cases, against 115, 102, and 112; and of enteric fever, 20 cases, 
against 16, 10, and 21. 


GREATER LONDON. : 

In Greater London 8405 births and 1901 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 29°4 and 16°4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 7 deaths from measles, 11 from diphtheria, and 10 from ‘fever’ were 
registered. Three deaths from measles occurred in Edmonton and 2 in West Ham 
districts ; 8 deaths from diphtheria in West Ham district; and 3 deaths from 
“fever” in West Ham, 8 in Edmonton, and 2 in Hendon districts. 

3 METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°45 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 50°°4, the latter being 7°°5 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 72 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 21°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°87 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last WeeK S ius vale, 
_were:—from measles, 1°1 in Swansea, 1°21 Dendvn, 1-3 in Birmingham, Loin 
Liverpool, 2°5 in Salford, 2°6 in Burnley, 3°0 in Wolverhampton and in Oldham, 
and 9°4 in Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Birkenhead ; from whooping- 
cough, 1°0 in Cardiff ; from “ fever,” 1°0 in Salford and 11 in Sunderland ; and 
from diarrhea, 1°6 in Blackburn. The 111 deaths from diphtheria included 69 in 
London, S in Birmingham, 6 in West Ham, 4 in Salford, 3 in Manchester, 3 in 
Birkenhead, 3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 3 in Bristol. One death from smadll-pox 
was registered belonging to West Ham, but not one belonging to any other of the 
thirty-three towns.

In Lonpon{ 2596 BIRTHS and 1488 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 40, and the deaths 210, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years.

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per 1000 frum all causes, which had been 21:2, 21:2, and 17°9 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 17°7. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°5 per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1488 deaths included 103 from measles, 27 from scarlet fever, 69 from 
diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 12 from enteric fever, 1 from an ill-defined 
form of continued fever, 2% from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from 
small-pox, from typhus, or from cholera; thus, 254 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 57 above the corrected average weekly number. 

No death from small-pox was registered, the corrected average being 0°6. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 75, 97, and 77 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 103, exceeding the corrected average by 48; 20 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras, 11 to Newington, 11 to Lambeth, 5 to Fulham, and 5 to 
Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 23, 19, 
and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 27, which is also the 
corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary area. ‘The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 72, 75, and 61 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week-to 69, exceeding the corrected average by 27; 9 cases belonged to Poplar, 
6 to St. Pancras, 5 to Kensington, and 5 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 11, 14, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 20 last week, the corrected average being 37; 3 cases belonged to Wandsworth 
sanitary area, The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 16, 24, and 23 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 12, and were 7 below the corrected 
average; 2 cases belonged to Marylebone and 2 to Lambeth sanitary areas. ‘The 
‘deaths from diarrhea, which had been 36, 20, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 22, but exceeded the corrected average by 6. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 366, 
447, and 840 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 327, and were 
119 below the corrected average. : 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 15, having been 7, 10, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 72 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 72 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, one of homicide, 
and one of execution, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or negli- 
gence. Eleven of these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 14 
(of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed, and one to the effects of 
chloroform administered for surgical purposes. 


Casrs of InFEctTIOUS SICKNESS in HospiITALs.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 89 cases of small-pox, 2807 
of scarlet fever, 688 of diphtheria, and 121 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
wil thew tu cle preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 20 cases, 
against 29, 14, and 28 ; of coarlet fever, 296 cases, against 215, 349, and 298 ; of 
diphtheria, 108 cases, against 102, 112, and 104; and of enteric fever, 16 cases, 
against 10, 21, and 20. . 
, GREATER LONDON. | 


In Greater London 8522 births and 1900 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 30°4 and 16°4 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 10 deaths from measles, 15 from diphtheria, and 10 from “fever” were 
registered. Four deaths from measles occurred in Tottenham sub-district, 8 from 
diphtheria and 4 from “fever” in West Ham district, 3 from diphtheria in 
Edmonton district, and 3 from “ fever” in Edmonton sub-district.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°92 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 45°*5, the latter being 3°-3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 11 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. ‘The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 12'5 hours; the measured.rainfall amounted to 0°28 of an inch.

The highest annua! death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s mortality, 
were :—from measles, 1:1 in Oldham and in Halifax, 1*2 in London, 1°4 in Liver- 
pool, 1°6 in Burnley, 1°9 in Birmingham, 2:0 in Manchester, 2°2 in Swansea, 2:4 
in. Wolverhampton, 3°5 in Salford, and 9:0 in Blackburn: from whooping-cough, 
1°2 in Wolverhampton and 1°3 in Leeds; from 4‘ fever,” 1°0 in Norwich and in 
Burnley, 1:1 in Sunderland, and 12 in Wolverhampton; and from dzarrhea, 
1°Oin Salford and 1:2in Blackburn. The death-rate from scarlet fever did not 
reach 1:0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 93 deaths from diphtherva 
included 63 in London, 6 in Birmingham, 3 in West Ham, and 3 in Sheffield. 
Two deaths from small-pox were registered belonging to West Ham, and one to 
London, but not one belonging to any other of the thirty-three towns.

three weeks, further fell last week to 17°3. During the four weeks ending on 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18°5 per 1000, being 1°3 per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1455 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 100 from measles, 17 from scarlet 
fever, 63 from diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 14 from 
diarrhcea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 235 deaths were referred to these 
diseases, being 36 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-poxw was that of an infant, aged 7 months, who had been 
removed from Bowles Road, Old Kent Road, to the hospital ship “Atlas.” The 
deaths from measles, which had been 97, 77, and 108 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 100, but were 41 above the corrected average; 16 cases 
belonged to Newington, 12 to Camberwell, 11 to St. Pancras, and 9 to Clerkenwell 
sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 14, and 27 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 17, and were 10 below the 
corrected average’; 3 cases belonged to Lewisham sanitary area. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 75, 61, and 69 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 63, but were 24 above the corrected average ; 6 cases belonged to 
Fulham, 6 to Bethnal Green, 6 to Lambeth, 5 to St. Pancras, and 5 to Greenwich 
sanitary areas, . The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 14, 21, and 20 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 19 last week, the corrected average being 40; 4 
cases belonged to Hackney and 3 to Hammersmith sanitary areas, The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 24, 23, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 21, exceeding the corrected average by 5; 3 cases belonged to- 
Chelsea and 3 to Hackney sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 20, 25, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 14, and 
were 2 below the corrected average. | 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 447, 
340, and 327 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 285, and were 
146 below the corrected average. 

The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 11, having been 10, 11, and 
15 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and one of homi- 
cide, while the remaining 54 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of 
these were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to drowning, and 13 (including 
12 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 79 cases of small-pox, 2799 
of scarlet fever, 691 of diphtheria, and 125 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow :—Of small-pox, 9 cases, 
against 14, 23, and 20 ; of scarlet fever, 325 cases, against 349, 298, and 296 ; of 
diphtheria, 86 cases, against 112, 104, and 103; and of enteric fever, 22 cases, 
against 21, 20, and 16. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 2947 births and 1850 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 25°4 and 15°9 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 2 deaths from small-pox, 7 from measles, and 10 from diphtheria were 
registered. The 2 cases of small-pox belonged to West Ham district. Three 
deaths from measles occurred in Tottenham sub-district, and 7 from diphtheria in 
West Ham district.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°79 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 43°°4, the latter being 1°°9 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. — 
The direction of the wind was Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 21 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 0°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°65 of an inch.

The deaths regisiered last week in Turrty-rares Great Towns of England 
and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°9 per 1000 of their aggregate 
population, which is estimated* at 10,591,530 persons in the middle of this year.

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The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s mortality, 
were:—from measles, 1-0 in Birmingham and in Norwich, 1°2 in London and in 
Wolverhampton, 2°0 in Liverpool, 2°1 in Manchester, 3°7 in Oldham, 4°3 in 
Salford, and 4°5 in Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1°1 in Gateshead and 1°2 
in Wolverhampton ; from whooping-cough, 1:2 in Bradford; from “ fever,” 1°0 
in West Ham, in Norwich, in Birkenhead, and in Neweastle-on-Tyne; and from 
diarrhea, 1°0 in Burnley. The 109 deaths from diphtheria included 69 in London, 
5 in Liverpool, + in Wolverhampton, 4 in Birmingham, 4 in Manchester, 3 in 
West Ham, and 3 in Norwich. Two deaths from small-vox were registered 
belonging to West Ham, one to London, and one to Oldham, but not one belonging 
to any other of the thirty-three towns. 

LONDON. 
In Lonpon} 2373 prrtus and 1409 DEATHS were registered. Allowing for 


inerease of population, the births were 212, and the deaths 309, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate

The 1459 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 105 from measles, 19 from scarlet 
fever, 69 from diphtheria, 30 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever, 1 from. 
an ill-defined form of continued fever, 9 from diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one 
death from typhus or from cholera ; thus, 250 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 43 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of an infant, aged 5 months, who had been 
removed from Creek Road, Deptford, to the hospital ship “‘ Atlas.’ The deaths 
from measles, which had been 77, 103, and 100 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 105, exceeding the corrected average by 42; 12 cases 
belonged to St. Pancras, 12 to Bermondsey, 11 to Clerkenwell, 9 to Camberwell, 
8 to Newington, 6 to Bethnal Green, and 6 to Lambeth sanitary areas. ‘The deaths - 
from scarlet fever, which had been 14, 27, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 19, but were 6 below the corrected average; 3 cases 
belonged to Whitechapel sanitary area. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 61, 69, and 63 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 69, 
exceeding the corrected average by 25; 8 cases belonged to Greenwich, 6 to 
Lambeth, 5 to Islington, 5 to Hackney, 4 to Clerkenwell, and 4 to Camberwell 
sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 20, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 30, but were 11 below the corrected 
average; 4 cases belonged to Chelsea, 4 to Camberwell, 3 to Hammersmith, and 3 to 
Fulham sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 23, 12, and 
2) in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 16, the corrected average 
being 18; 3 cases belonged to Hackney, 2 to Islington, and 2 to Poplar sanitary 
areas. 'The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 25, 22, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 9, and were 5 below the corrected average. 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 340, 
327, and 285 in the. preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 264, and were 
194 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to ¢nflwenza numbered 11, having been 11, 15, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks. 

The death of a master stationer, aged 57 years, was certified as due to anthraz. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 
48 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these were referred to 


vehicles in the streets, 8 to drowning, and 18 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


Casres of Inrectious SIcKNESS in HOSPITALS.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 87 cases of small-pox, 2805 
of scarlet fever, 694 of diphtheria, and 129 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 18 cases, 
against 23, 20, and 9 ; of scarlet fever, 312 cases, against 298, 296, and 325; of 

diphtheria, 114 cases, against 104, 103, and 86; and of enteric fever, 26 cases, 
against 20, 16, and 22. 
GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3273 births and 1837 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28°2 and 15:8 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 8 deaths from measles, 13 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 
and 10 from “fever” were registered. Four cases of diphtheria belonged to 


Edmonton district, and 4 to West Ham district; 7 deaths from “fever” occurred 
in West Ham district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°68 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 44°°2, the latter being 3°°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South- Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 80 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 5:1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°20 of an inch.

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s mortality, 
were :—from measles, 1°1 in London and in Swansea, 1*2 in Wolverhampton, 1°3 
in Liverpool, 1°5 in Oldham, 1°8 in Manchester, 2°4in Birmingham and in Norwich, 
4°83 in Salford, and 5°3 in Blackburn; from scarlet fever, 1:0 in Hull and 1°3 
in Birmingham; from whooping-cough, 1°0 in Salford, 1:1 in Liverpool, and 
1:8 in Cardiff ; from “ fever,” 1°0 in Norwich and 1-1 in Sunderland; and from 
diarrhea, 1:0 in Cardiff. The 92 deaths from diphtheria included 63 in London, 

Ain West Ham, 4 in Birmingham, 3 in Leicester, and 3 in Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
Two deaths from small-pox were registered belonging to Hull and one to London, 
but not one belonging to any other of the thirty-three towns.

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LONDON. 


In Lonpon* 2219 srrrus and 1477 peatus were registered. Allowing for 
increase of population, the births were 406, and the deaths 301, below the average 
numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. The annual death-rate 
per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°7, 17°3, and 17°3 in the preceding 


three weeks, rose last week to 17'5. During the four weeks ending on Saturday — 


last the death-rate averaged 17‘5 per 1000, being 3°1 per 1000 below the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1477 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 96 from measles, 19 from scarlet 
fever, 63 from diphtheria, 24 from whooping-cough, 21 from enteric fever, 6 from 
diarrhoea ‘and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 230 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 23 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of the wife of a labourer, aged 36 years, who 
had been removed from Iliffe Street, Newington, to the Metropolitan Asylum 
Hospital, South Wharf, Rotherhithe. The deaths from measles, which had been 
103, 100, and 105 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 96, but were 
37 above the corrected average; 13 cases belonged to St. Pancras, 11 to Newington, 
10 to Islington, 10 to Bermondsey, 9 to Lambeth, and 6 to Bethnal Green sanitary 
areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 27, 17, and 19 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 19 last week, the corrected average being 22; 
3 cases belonged to Hackney and 3 to Camberwell sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from 


diphtheria, which had been 69, 63, and 69 in the preceding three weeks, fell again | 


last week to 63, but were 20 above the corrected average; 9 cases belonged to 
Islington, 7 to Greenwich, 5 to Hackney, 4 to St. Pancras, 4 to Poplar, and 4 to 
Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 20, 
19, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 24, and were 26 
below the corrected average; 3 cases belonged to Bethnal Green and 3 to Mile 
End Old Town sanitary areas. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had bten 12, 
21, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21, exceeding the 
corrected average by 3; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 3 to Hackney sanitary 
areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 22, 14, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 6, and were 8 below the corrected average. 

~ The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 447, 
340, 327, 285, and 264 in the preceding. five weeks, were again 264 last week, 
being 208 below the corrected average. ; ; 

The deaths attributed directly to inflwenza numbered 15, having been 15, 11, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all of which inquests 
were held. Of these 73 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, while the remaining 66 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Nine of these were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 6 to drowning, 12 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in 
bed, and 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical purposes. 


Casxs of Inrectious Sickness in Hospitats.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 89 cases of small-pox, 2800 
of scarlet fever, 689 of diphtheria, and 129 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 18 cases, 
against 20, 9, and 18 ; of scarlet fever, 329 cases, against 296, 325, and 312 ; of 
diphtheria, 91 cases, against 108, 86, and 114; and of enteric fever, 24 cases, 
against 16, 22, and 26.

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GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3073 births and 1863 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 26°5 and 16°1 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 9 deaths from measles, 16 from diphtheria, and 9 from “ fever” were 
registered. Three deaths from measles occurred in Edmonton district, and 3 in 
Bushey sub-district ; 8 deaths from diphtheria occurred in West Ham district, and 
3 in Edmonton district; 3 deaths from “fever” occurred in West Ham district, 
and 2 in Edmonton district. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°63 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 39°°5, the latter being 0°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 16 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 1°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°46 of an inch.

Water-analysis Laboratory, The Yews, Reigate, 
SIR, 13th December, 1895. : 

I HAVE to report to you the “results of the chemical analysis, and of the physical and 
bacterioscopic examination, of the waters supplied to the inner, and portions of the outer, circle 
of the Metropolis during the month of November. : 

At the request of the Associated Metropolitan Water Companies, I have extended these monthly 
examinations to (a) the chemical and bacterioscopic condition of the raw river water at the 
intakes of the various Companies, and (b) to the bacteriology of the water as it issues from the 
filter beds of each Company, and before it is pumped into the distributing mains. 

I append, also, the results obtained im the analyses of the waters supplied to Birmingham and 
Glasgow by their respective Corporations. These analyses were made by Dr. Hill of Birmingham 
and Dr. Mills of Glasgow. ; ‘ 

Taking the average amount of organic impurity m a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December 1876 as unity, the proportional amount contained 
in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies and by 
the Tottenham Local Board of Health, was:—Kent 0°6, Tottenham 1°2, Hast London (deep- 
| well) 1°5, Colne Valley 1:7, New River, 2°7, Chelsea 3°7, Hast London (river supply) 4:3, 
Grand Junction 5°3, West Middlesex 5°9, Lambeth 6°8, and Southwark 69. The unfiltered 
river waters contained the following proportions :—‘lhames at Hampton 10°4, New River Cut 4°2, 
and the Lea at Angel Road 6°6. '

The above quantity of water also 
contained no ammonia and *226 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates and nitrites, whilst the 
tota! amount of combined nitrogen in every form was ‘250 lb. | The above weight of water 
also contained 1°9 lb. of chlorine and 19:7 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of soap-destroying or other hardening ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 


— 
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The Thames at Hampton was, on November the 18th, very turbid and brown in colour. It 
was of very bad chemical and bacterial quality. As delivered by the five Companies, however, 
drawing from this river, it was in every case efficiently filtered, and, with two exceptions, of 
most excellent bacterial quality. By reason of large storage capacity by which flood water had 
been avoided, the Chelsea Company was also enabled to deliver water of good chemical quality. 
The bacterial improvement effected by the various Companies is expressed by the following 
percentage numbers :—Chelsea 99°93, West Middlesex 99°96, Southwark (No. 4 filter well) 99°81, 
ditto (No. 8 filter well) 98°93, Grand Junction (general filter well at Hampton) 98°37, (general 
filter well at Kew Bridge) 99°89, (South filter well at Kew Bridge) 99°91, and Lambeth 99°97. 


The New River Cut, before entering the subsidence and storage reservoirs, was, on November 
20th, turbid and yellow in colour. It was, of fairly good chemical, but inferior, bacterial quality ; 
but, by passing through the storage reservoirs, the number of bacteria in a given volume was 
reduced to nearly one-fourth, and, after efficient filtration, this water was delivered to consumers 
in excellent chemical and bacterial condition for dietetic purposes. Bacterially it was improved 
before delivery to the extent represented by the following percentage numbers :—General filter 
well 29°45, No. 4 filter well 99°45, and No. 6 filter well 99-9. The water, taken from the Lea 
by the East London Company at Angel Road on November 20th, was turbid and pale brown in 
colour and of inferior quality both chemically and bacterially, although it was, in both these 
respects, much better than the Thames at Hampton. After storage for 15 days, more or less, the 
number of bacteria per ¢c.c. was reduced to less than one half, and, after efficient filtration, this 
water was delivered to consumers of good chemical and excellent bacterial quality, the bacterial 
improvement being represented by the following percentage numbers:—No. | Essex well 99°32, 
No. 2 Essex well 99°80, and West Middlesex well 99°60. 


The deep-well waters of the Kent, Colne Valley, and Kast London Companies and of the 
Tottenham Local Board of Health were of excellent quality for dietetic purposes, and the supplies 
of the Kent and Colne Valley Companies were perfectly clear and bright without filtration, but 
that of the Tottenham Local Board of Health was slightly turbid, and that of the East London 
Company very slightly turbid. The Colne Valley Company’s water had been softened before 
delivery and was thus rendered suitable for washing. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep, the Kent and Colne Valiey waters were clear and 
colourless, the Tottenham slightly turbid and colourless, the East London (deep-well) very 
slightly turbid and colourless, the New River clear and very pale yellow, the Chelsea and Hast 
London (river supply) clear and pale yellow, the West Middlesex and Grand Junction yellow and 
clear, and the Southwark and Lambeth deep yellow aid clear. 


The bacteriosecopic examination of the raw river waters before and after storage, and of the 
supplies delivered by the various Companies and collected on the 18th, 19th, and 20th of November 
yielded the results contained in the following table :—

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s mortality, 
were :—from measles, 1:0 in Burnley, 1‘lin Oldham, 1°5 in London, 1°6 in 
Leicester, 2°4°in Birmingham and in Liverpool, 2°9 in Norwich and in Blackburn, 
and 5°5 in Salford; from scarlet fever, 1°3 in Salford; from whooping-cough, 1°0 
in Huddersfield, 1°1 in Sheffield, 1-2 in Plymouth and in Bradford, 1°3 in Leicester, 
1‘4 in Liverpool, 1-5 in Birkenhead, and 1°6 in Leeds; and from “ fever,” 1°0 in 
Salford, 1°5 in Norwich and in Sunderland, and 2°4 in Birkenhead. The death-rate 
from diarrhea did not reach 1°0 per 1000 in any of the thirty-three towns. The 
97 deaths from diphtheria included 62 in London, 6 in Birmingham, 5 in Liverpool, 
4in Manchester and in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 3 in Sheffield. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the thirty-three towns.

The 1521 deaths included 126 from measles, 25 from scarlet fever, 62 from 
diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 20 from diarrhcea and 
dysentery, and not one death from small-pox, from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 277 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 56 above the corrected average weekly number. | 
The deaths from measles, which had been 100, 105, and 96 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 126, exceeding the corrected average by 52; 22 
cases belonged to St. Pancras, 15 to Newington, 12 to Bermondsey, 10 to Islington, 
and 9 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 17, 19, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 25, the 
corrected average being 24; 3 cases belonged to Kensington sanitary area. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 63, 69, and 63 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 62 last week, exceeding the corrected average by 27; 8 cases belonged 
to Islington, 7 to Mile End Old Town, 4 to Kensington, 4 to Hackney, 4 to 
Whitechapel, 4 to Poplar, 4 to Battersea, and 4 to Greenwich sanitary areas. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 30, and 24 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 33, but were 25 below the corrected average; 4 
cases belonged to Hackney sanitary area. ‘The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 2], 16, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 11, 
and were 4 below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to Lambeth sanitary 
area. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 14, 9, and 6 in the preceding 


' three weeks, rose again last week to 20, exceeding the corrected average by 6. 


The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 285, 
264, and 264 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 291, but were 
214 below the corrected average. | 

The deaths attributed directly to cnfluenza numbered 15, having been 11, 11, and 
15 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 66 deaths, concerning all but one of which 
inquests were held. Of these 66 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 3 of homicide, 
while the remaining 55 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to drowning, and 8 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 82 cases of small-pox, 2725 
of scarlet fever, 699 of diphtheria, and 129 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 5 cases, 
against 9, 18, and 18 ; of scarlet fever, 210 cases, against 325, 312, and 329 ; of 
diphtheria, 104 cases, against 86,114, and 91; and of enteric fever, 13 cases, 
against 22, 26, and 24.

In Greater London 3269 births and 1956 deaths were registered, corresponding 
to annual rates of 28:2 and 16°9 per 1000 of the estimated population. In the 
Outer Ring 15 deaths from measles and 16 from diphtheria were registered. Four 


- deaths from measles occurred in Bushey sub-district and 3 in Tottenham sub- 


district; 4 deaths from diphtheria occurred in Walthamstow sub-district and 3 in 
Tottenham sub-district.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°48 inches, and that of the 
Thermometer 38°'7, the latter being 0°-9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90

below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 0°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°76 of an inch.

As far as 
practicable, the deaths thus excluded from Registration London are, for the purposes of Tables 1, 6, and 7, 
added to the Outer Ring, or to other areas to which they belong, a 
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Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17°7 per 1000, being 4:5 per 1000 below 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1885-94. 

The 1502 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 97 from measles, 17 from scarlet 
fever, 71 from diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 23 from enteric fever, 15 from 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and not one death from typhus, from any ill-defined form 
of continued fever, or from cholera; thus, 256 deaths were referred to these diseases, 
being 7 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 31 years, who had been 
removed from Greenwich sanitary area to the hospital ship “Castalia”? The deaths 
from measles, which had been 105, 96, and 126 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 97, but were 13 above the corrected average; 13 cases belonged 
to Lambeth, 11 to Camberwell, 11 to Bethnal Green, 10 to St. Pancras, 7 to 
Islington, 7 to Clerkenwell, 7 to Newington, and 7 to Bermondsey sanitary areas. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 19, 19, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 17, and were 4 below the corrected average; 3 
cases belonged to Lambeth, 2 to Camberwell, 2 to Kensington, and 2 to Islington 
sanitary areas. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 69, 63, and 62 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 71, exceeding the corrected average 
by 84; 7 cases belonged to Camberwell, 6 to Chelsea, 5 to Islington, 5 to White- 
chapel, 4 to Hackney, 4 to Greenwich, and 4 to Plumstead sanitary areas. ‘The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 30, 24, and 33 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 32 last week, the corrected average being 74; 5 cases belonged to 
Hammersmith, 3 to Shoreditch, and 3 to Bethnal Green sanitary areas. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 16, 21, and 1] in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 23, exceeding the corrected average by 6; 3 cases belonged 
to Battersea, 2 to Islington, 2 to Hackney, 2 to Whitechapel, 2 to Lambeth, - 
and 2 to Camberwell sanitary areas. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
9, 6, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 15, which 
is also the corrected average. | 

The deaths referred to diseases of the respiratory organs, which had been 264, 
264, and 291 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 318, but were 
315 below the corrected average. 


The deaths attributed directly to znfluenza numbered 8, having been 11, 15, and 
15 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all but 4 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and 2 of homicide, 
while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of these 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, one to the results of a conflagration, and 
14 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CasxEs of Inrectious Sickness in Hosprtats.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylum and London Fever Hospitals, 
and from the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, there were 77 cases of small-pox, 2798 
of scarlet fever, 705 of diphtheria, and 117 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as compared 
with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follow:—Of small-pox, 12 cases, 
against 18, 18, and 5 ; of scarlet fever, 184 cases, against 312, 329, and 210; of 
diphtheria, 93 cases, against 114, 91, and 104; and of enteric fever, 10 cases, 


against 26, 24, and 13, 


GREATER LONDON.
